OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  PRESIDENTS,  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGES 

Friday,  June  16,  1933 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Presidents  of  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  was 
held  in  the  Superintendent's  Conference  Room  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Chairman  at  9:30  o'clock.

Doctor  William  R.  Straughn  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at 
Mansfield,  was  not  present  due  to  illness.  He  was  represented 
by  Doctor  A.  T.  Belknap,  Dean  of  Instruction. 

Doctor  Leslie  Pinckney  Hill  of  the  Cheyney  Training  School  for 
Teachers,  was  not  present.  He  was  represented  by  Doctor 
Laurence  Foster,  Dean  of  Instruction. 

I.  Approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the 

Board  of  Presidents,  held  in  Harrisburg,  May  10,  1933 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Eisenberg,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it  was 
voted  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Presidents 
held  May  10,  1933  be  approved  as  submitted. 

II.  Unfinished  Business 

1.  Report  of  the  Curri cular  Revision  Committee 
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A.  Additional  courses  for  the  Summer  Session 

Doctor  Eisenberg,  Chairman  of  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee, 
reported  for  the  committee.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  presented 
at  the  last  Board  Meeting  he  stated  that  only  six  semester  hours 
of  free  electives  could  be  offered  in  any  one  curriculum  for 
graduation. 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  this  was  his  understanding  as  far  as 
it  affected  the  students,  but  if  and  when  the  State  Superinten- 
dent approved  other  courses  as  electives,  the  institution  might 
offer  such  courses  as  are  approved  for  the  particular  institution. 

Doctor  Eisenberg  replied  that  this  was  also  true. 

B.  State  Standard  Limited  Certificate  and  the 
Normal  School  Certificate 

Doctor  Eisenberg,  Chairman  of  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee, 
reported  for  the  committee.  He  stated  that  the  committee,  con- 
sidering the  matter  of  recommending  to  the  State  Council  of 
Education  that  the  State  Standard  Limited  Certificate  be  issued 
in  place  of  the  Normal  School  Certificate,  recommends  to  the 
State  Council  of  Education  for  approval: 

That  the  State  Standard  Limited  Certificate  be 
issued  in  place  of  the  Normal  School  Certificate 
effective  for  all  students  who  enter  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  subsequent  to  June  16,  1933. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Eisenberg  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Cameron 

it  was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee 

be  adopted  as  submitted. 

2.  Report  of  committee  on  "Uniform  Fees,  Deposits, 

and  Repayments" 

In  the  absence  of  Doctor  Straughn,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on 
"Uniform  Fees,  Deposits,  and  Repayments,"  Doctor  Haas  reported 
for  the  committee. 

Doctor  Haas  pointed  out  that  certain  omissions  had  been  made  in 
the  original  draft  of  the  statement  on  "Uniform  Fees,  Deposits, 
and  Repayments"  as  adopted  by  the  Board  May  10,  1933  and  that  this 
was  the  time  to  make  the  corrections.  The  omissions  concerned 
fees  for  extension  courses  and  fees  for  those  students  who  take 
less  than  thirteen  semester  hours.  There  was  also  discussed  the 
question  of  the  distribution  of  the  ^7.00  board,  room  and  laundry 
fee  for  students  and  the  distribution  of  the  ,?9.00  fee  for  board, 
room  and  laundry  for  faculty  members.  In  order  to  bring  together 
and  have  recorded  in  one  place  all  the  regulations  relative  to 
"Uniform  Fees,  Deposits,  and  Repayments  in  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges"  the  committee  recommended  that  the  report  to  become 
effective  June  1,  1933  as  approved  May  10,  1933  and  as  amended 
June  16,  1933  be  approved. 

Doctor  Haas,  reporting  for  the  committee,  submitted  the  following 
report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board: 
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"  UNIFORM  FEES,  DEPOSITS,  and  REPAYMENTS 
IN  THE  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGES 

Effective  June  1,  1933 


A.    FEES 


I.  Student  Activity  Fee 

A  fee  to  be  determined  by  each  institution  will  be 
collected  from  all  students  and  administered  under  regulations 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  through  a  cooperative  organ- 
ization. This  fee  will  cover  the  cost  of  student  activities 
in  athletics,  lectures,  entertainments,  student  publications, 
et  cetera;  -  provided,  that  students  taking  extension  courses 
or  regular  session  students  taking  less  than  seven  semester 
hours  may  secure  the  benefits  of  the  Activities  Program  by  the 
payment  of  the  Student  Activities  Fee. 

II.   Contingent  Fee 

1.  Regular  Session 

(a)  a.   contingent  fee  for  each  student  in  each  curriculum 
is  charged  as  follows:

This  fee  covers  registration  and  keeping  of  records 
of  students,  library,  student  welfare,  health  service 
(other  than  extra  nurse  and  quarantine)  and  laboratory 
facilities. 

(b)  Students  taking  seven  or  less  semester  hours  sho.ll  pay 
at  the  rate  of  -55.00  per  semester  hour.  Students  taking 
more  than  seven  semester  hours  shall  pay  the  regular 
contingent  fees;  -  provided  that  the  regular  contingent 
fees  for  special  curriculums  shall  be  pro-rated  on  the 
basis  that  the  number  of  semester  hours  taken  is  to 
eighteen  semester  hours. 

(o)  Students  taking  extension  courses  shall  pay  at  the  rate 
of  .?5,00  per  semester  hour;  -  provided  that  the  regular 
fees  for  special  curriculums  shall  be  pro-rated  on  the 
basis  that  the  number  of  semester  hours  taken  is  to 
eighteen  semester  hours. 
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(d)  The  president  of  the  institution  may,  at  his 
discretion,  authorize  payments  not  less  than 
one  month  in  advance  to  worthy  students. 

2.  Summer  Session 

(a)  Five  dollars  per  semester  hour 

A  minimum  contingent  fee  of  fifteen  dollars 
($15.00)  will  be  charged. 

(b)  Contingent  Fees  -  Special  Curriculums 

In  addition  to  the  above  fees  students  in  the  special 
curriculums  will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  to  cover  the 
cost  of  materials,  supplies,  equipment,  and  special 
services  used  in  the  laboratories,  shops  or  studios  of 
the  special  curriculums.

III.  Housing  Fee 

1.  Housing  rate  for  students: 

The  housing  rate  for  students  shall  be  ^63.00  per  one-half 
semester  and  -.342.00  for  the  Summer  Session.   This  includes  room, 
meals  and  limited  laundry. 

(a)  For  rooms  with  running  water  an  additional  charge 
of  -^9.00  per  student  per  semester  or  $3.00  for  the 
Summer  Session  may  be  made. 

(b)  No  reduction  in  the  rate  is  to  be  made  for  laundry 
done  at  home  nor  for  absence  of  students  who  go 
home  for  a  few  days  at  a  time. 

(c)  A  student  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  President 

of  the  college,  occupy  a  double  room  alone  by  paying 
an  additional  ^36. 00  a  semester  or  J12.00  for  the 
Summer  Session. 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  requirements  in  those 
colleges  vrhere  off-oampus  rooming  students  board  in 
the  college  dining  room,  and  to  meet  the  requirements 

of  the  Home  Management  Clubs  in  institutions  maintaining 
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home  economics  curriculums,  the  housing  rate  shall 
be  divided  $2.00  for  room  and  laundry  (room  #1.50 
and  laundry  #0.50)  and  #5.00  for  table  board. 

2.  Housing  rate  for  employes  other  than  those  included 
in  the  State  Classification  Schedule  (faculty, 
clerks,  etc.)  shall  be  $9.00  per  week.  The  housing 
fee  shall  be  divided  #4.00  for  room  and  laundry 
(room  #3.50  and  laundry  #0.50)  and  #5.00  for  table 
board. 

3.  'The  rate  for  transient  meals  shall  be: 

Breakfast,  #0.40;  Lunch, #0.40;  Dinner,  ^0.50. 


IV.   Damage  Fee 

Students  shall  be  responsible  for  damages,  or  breakage 
or  loss,  or  delayed  return  of  college  property. 

V.   Infirmary  Fee 

After  three  days  in  the  college  infirmary,  the  college 
shall  charge  an  additional  #1.00  for  each  day. 

Day  students  who  may  be  admitted  to  the  infirmary 
shall  pay  board  at  the  rate  of  #2.00  a  day.   This 
charge  includes  the  regular  nurse  and  regular  medical 
service,  but  does  not  include  special  nurse  or  special 
medical  service. 

VI.  Isolation  Hospital  Fee 

If  the  college  maintains  an  Isolation  Quarantine 
Hospital  for  contagious  diseases,  the  college  shall 
charge  #10.00  per  week  additional,  but  this  service 
charge  does  not  include  trained  nurse  or  special 
medical  service. 

Day  students,  who  may  be  admitted  to  the  Quarantine 
Hospital  shall  pay  the  board  rate  of  #2.00  a  day 
(see  V  above),  and  in  addition  shall  pay  #10.00  a 
week ,  but  this  additional  charge  does  not  include 
trained  nurse  or  special  medical  service. 

VII.   Tuition  Fee 

Students  whose  residence  is  out  of  the  State  shall  be 
charged  a  fee  of  #105.00  per  semester;   #35.00  per  Summer 
Session.   (It  is  understood  that  this  fee  has  been 
operative  since  June  1,  1929,  for  entering  students  only.] 

Out-of-otate  students  shall  pay  the  contingent  fee  in 
addition  to  the  tuition  fee. 
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VIII.  Private  Instruction  Fees 


The  cha  rge  for  private  lessons  in  music,  in  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  maintaining  the  special 
curriculum  in  music,  shall  be: 

1.  Voice,  piano,  band  or  orchestral  instruments, 
$24.00  per  semester  -  for  one  lesson  per  weex . 

Pipe  organ,  $48.00  per  semester  -  for  one 
lesson  per  week . 

2.  Rental  of  piano  for  practice,  1  period  per  day, 
36.00  per  semester. 

Rental  of  pipe  organ  for  practice,  1  period 
per  day,  J36.00  per  semester. 

Rental  of  band  or  orchestral  instruments,  ^6.00 
per  semester. 

(For  Summer  Session  the  charge  is  one-third  of  above 
rates. ) 

3.  The  charge  for  private  lessons  in  music  in  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  not  maintaining  the  special  music 
curriculum  shall  be  fixed  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  a  State  Teachers  College 
not  offering  the  special  curriculum  in  music,  may, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  enter  into  contract  with 
individuals  to  give  private  lessons  in  music  in 
order  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  students  to  con- 
tinue their  musical  education.   Such  agreement  shall 
provide  reasonable  reimbursement  to  the  institution 
for  any  service  or  overhead  supplied  by  the  institu- 
tion. 

IX.   Degree  Fee 

A  fee  of  ;5.00  shall  be  paid  by  each  candidate  for  a 
degree  to  cover  the  cost  of  degree  diploma. 

X.  Record  Transcript  Fee 

Onedollar  (,:.>1.00)  shall  be  charged  for  the  second  and 
each  subsequent  transcript  of  records. 


XI.   Delinquent  Ace  our,  ts 


No  student  shall  be  enrolled,  graduated,  or  receive  a 
transcript  of  his  record  until  all  previous  charges 
have  been  paid. 
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B.   DEPOSITS 


Advance  Registration  Deposit 

A  deposit  of  $10.00  shall  be  made  by  all  students  when  they  request 
registration.  This  is  a  guarantee  of  the  intention  of  the  student  to  enter 
college  for  the  term  or  semester  designated.   It  is  deposited  with  the 
Revenue  Department  to  the  credit  of  the  students  contingent  fee.   If,  how- 
ever, the  student  notifies  the  college  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
opening  of  college  that  he  is  unable  to  enter,  or  if  the  student  is  rejected 
by  the  college,  repayment  of  this  deposit  will  be  made  through  the  Department 
of  Revenue,  on  application  from  the  student  through  the  college  authorities. 

Check  or  mone^r  order  for  this  amount  must  be  drawn  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania. 

C.   NO  OTHER  FEES  OR  DEPOSITS  PERMITTED 

No  fees  or  deposits,  other  than  as  specified  above  may  be  charged 
by  a  State  Teachers  College. 


D.   REPAYMENTS 


I.  Repayment  will  not  be  made: 

1.  To  students  who  are  temporarily  suspended,  indefinitely  suspended, 
dismissed,  or  who  voluntarily  withdraw  from  college. 

2.  For  any  part  of  the  advance  registration  deposit  for  any  cause 
whatsoever  except  where  students  give  notice  of. intention  to 
withdraw  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  college  opens  or  when 
the  student  is  rejected  by  the  college. 

II.  A  repayment  will  be  made  for  personal  illness,  the  same  being  certi- 
fied to  by  an  attending  physician,  or  for  such  other  reasons  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  amount  of  the  housing 
and  contingent  fees  paid  by  the  student  for  the  part  of  the  semester 
which  the  student  does  not  spend  in  college. 

III.  The  advance  registration  deposit  will  be  returned  to  students  provided 
they  notify  the  college  not  less  than  three  weeks  before  the  opening 
of  the  semester  or  term  of  their  intention  not  to  attend,  or  provided 
the  student  is  rejected  by  the  college.

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On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it  was  voted 
that  the  report  on  "Uniform  Fees,  Deposits,  and  Repayments  in  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges"  as  adopted  May  10,  1933  and  amended  June  16,  1933  be 
approved  effective  June  1,  1933. 

3 .  Report  of  committee  on  "Standardization  of 
Printed  Forms" 

A.  Printing  of  uniform  blanks  for  admittance 
to  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  this  committee  was  originally  developed  to  see 
if  they  felt  it  advisable  to  standardize  certain  forms  in  use  in  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges.   It  was  felt  by  the  Budget  Bureau  that  a  great 
deal  of  money  could  be  saved  if  many  of  the  forms  were  standardized. 

The  committee  after  considerable  study  reported  that  they  felt  with  very 
few  exceptions  the  professional  situation  in  the  institutions  would  be 
advanced  if  they  had  opportunit3'-  for  variation  in  the  institutions  in 
these  printed  forms  and  the  committee  declined  to  attempt  to  standardize 
certain  small  forms  which  were  worked  out  to  suit  the  particular 
institution. 

Doctor  Haas  further  stated  that  this  committee  cooperated  with  the  Entrance 
Examination  Committee  and  those  forms  are  now  standard  for  all  the  institu- 
tions. The  committee  is  now  working  on  another  form  which  is  used  in  the 
office  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction  in  keeping  the  official  record  of  the 
uniform  course  of  study.  The  committee  feels  that  it  might  be  advisable 
if  this  one  form  were  the  same  for  all  institutions.  He  felt  that  it  might 
be  advisable  to  bring  this  matter  up  at  the  meeting  of  the  Deans  of  Instruc- 
tion which  will  be  held  in  a  short  time.  Mr.  Klonower,  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  could  ask  them  all  to  bring  to  that  meeting  a  copy  of  the  form  which 
is  now  being  used  in  the  different  institutions.   They  would  not  need  to 
spend  much  time  on  it,  but  if  it  is  advisable  to  standardize  this  one  form, 
this  group  could  do  it. 

Mr.  Klonower  raised  the  question  as  to  how  the  admission  forms  were  to  be 
printed  and  distributed  for  next  September. 

Doctor  Steele  stated  that  most  of  the  institutions  had  already  had  their 
blanks  printed  for  the  current  year. 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  he  felt  this  was  a  very  helpful  way  of  having 
this  work  done,  but  at  the  same  time  he  felt  the  State  Teachers  College 
at  California  ought  to  be  compensated  for  doing  this  nork .  The  present 
arrangement  for  doing  this  work  seems  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Doctor  Rothermel  asked  whether  California  and  Millersville  were  willing  to 
continue  to  do  this. 

Doctor  Steele  and  Doctor  Tanger  stated  they  were  willing  to  do  this 
until  such  time  as  other  arrangements  were  made.. 
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On  motion  of  Doctor  Rowland  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Allen,  it  was  voted 

that  it  was  the  sense  of  the  Board  that  while  this  form  is  in  more  or 

less  an  experimental  stage,  that  it  be  continued  to  be  printed  at 

California  and  Millersville  under  the  supervision  of  Doctor  Steele, 

who  is  chairman  of  the  committee  on  admission  requirements,  £and 

that  the  Board  request  the  State  Superintendent  to  make  such       <y 

allocation  to  the  institutions  as  will  cover  the  cost  of  paper 

and  other  expenses  in  the  printing  of  these  forms  until  the 

form  is  finally  approved  or  until  some  other  provision  is  made.      J 

4 .  Report  of  joint  committee  on  "Teacher  Preparation"         \> 

Doctor  Eisenberg,  Chairman  of  the  committee  representing  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges,  stated  that  a  copy  of  the  report  had  been  mailed 
to  all  the  Presidents  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.  He  stated 
that  it  was  quite  clear  that  the  representatives  of  the  liberal  arts 
colleges  had  come  to  the  meeting  with  the  idea  of  having  the  State 
Teachers  Colleges  keep  to  the  elementary  field,  that  is,  the  first 
six  grades  and  that  the  job  of  preparing  teachers  for  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools  was  for  the  liberal  arts  colleges.  Many  phases 
of  the  problem  were  discussed  in  the  v/hole  committee  and  in  the  sub- 
committee.  Doctor  Eisenberg  stated  that  he  and  his  committee  tried 
to  get  across  the  fact  that  the  problem  of  training  teachers  belonged 
to  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.  He  did  not  feel,  however,  that  they 
entirely  succeeded  in  doing  this. 

Doctor  Armstrong  stated  that  he  personally  felt  the  committee  should 
be  discharged  with  the  thanks  of  the  Board  for  what  they  have  done 
in  the  matter  of  trying  to  cooperate  with  this  group,  and  the  entire 
report  disapproved. 

Doctor  Eisenberg  advised  the  Board  that  it  was  his  understanding 
that  the  committee,  representing  the  Board  of  Presidents  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges,  was  not  instructed  to  suggest  any  radical 
change  but  that  they  were  to  study  the  situation  from  time  to  time 
and  then  report  back  to  the  Board  of  Presidents. 

Doctor  Armstrong  pointed  out  at  the  Board  Meeting  statements  made  by 
certain  presidents  of  the  liberal  arts  colleges  particularly  with 
reference  to  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  secondary  field. 
These  statements  were  to  the  effect  that  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 
never  prepared  teachers  for  the  secondary  field  until  a  few  years  ago. 
This,  Doctor  Armstrong,  stated  was  both  incorrect  and  untrue  since  the 
State  Normal  Schools  contributed  practically  all  the  high  school 
teachers,  which  fact  is  amply  substantiated.  Prior  to  1920  the  figures 
show  a  great  majority  of  the  high  school  teachers  were  normal  school 
graduates.  He  stated  that  as  long  as  anyone  can  remember, the  State 
Normal  Schools  were  training  teachers  for  the  high  schools. 
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He  desired  to  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  as  definitely  opposed  to 
any  modifications  that  would  ultimately  lessen  the  influence  of 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges  in  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the 
secondary  field.  While  the  matter  may  now  seem  relatively 
unimportant,  he  emphasized  the  fact  if  a  decision  is  made  at  the 
present  time  it  would  have  a  tendency  to  restrict  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges  to  the  preparation  of  elementary  teachers  and  provide  means 
by  which  teachers  of  the  high  schools  would  be  prepared  exclusively 
in  private  and  sectarian  colleges,  the  result  in  the  years  to  come 
may  prove  to  be  a  serious  situation. 

He  declared  that  this  was  the  time  to  lay  down  the  general  principle 
that  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  was  a  State 
function  and  the  State  had  no  right  to  surrender  its  trusteeship  in 
this  matter.  The  people  who  send  their  children  to  the  public  schools 
have  a  right  to  expect  teachers  for  their  children  trained  in  such 
institutions  which  they  might  see  fit  to  elect  either  private  or 
public.  No  program  should  be  proposed  at  any  time  that  makes  it 
impossible  for  a  poor  boy  or  one  from  the  middle  economic  group  to 
become  a  high  school  teacher. 

Doctor  Crawford  stated  that  they  had  received  inquires  as  to  whether 
or  not  it  was  true  now  that  the  students  who  were  enrolled  in  their 
institution  if  they  wished  to  qualify  and  prepare  themselves  for  the 
secondary  field  had  to  make  a  change  and  enroll  in  a  liberal  arts 
college  to  complete  their  preparation. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  this  is  the  first  information  that  he  has 
had  to  the  effect  that  this  report  has  been  circulated  throughout 
the  State. 

Doctor  Rule  further  stated  that  this  was  simply  a  confidential  report 
that  was  to  be  delivered  to  him  personally  for  his  consideration  by 
the  persons  designated  by  each  of  the  representative  groups  and  he 
felt  it  was  very  unfortunate  that  such  a  report  had  been  circulated 
over  the  State. 

Mr.  Allen  asked  whether  it  would  not  be  possible  to  make  some  official 
announcement  either  from  the  State  Superintendent  or  from  the  Board 
to  the  effect  that  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  are  still  in  the  field 
for  the  training  of  teachers  of  the  secondary  field. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  this  could  be  done  and  he  would  see  that  it 
was  done  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  would  be  mailed  to  each  institution.

Dear  Doctor  Hanson: 

The  Board  of  Presidents  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  met  last  Friday, 
June  16,  and  considered  the  report  of  its  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  of 
the  Association  of  Presidents  of  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  Board  of  Presidents  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.  This  report,  you 
will  recall,  was  expressed  in  terms  of  certain  recommendations  to  the  Sups r- 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  was  handed  to  me  by  yourself  and  Doctor 
Eisenberg  as  the  respective  chairmen  of  the  two  groups.  Due  to  pressure  of 
legislative  and  budgetary  matters,  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  was 
considered  last  Friday  with  some  finality  and  for  the  first  time  by  the 
Board  of  Teachers  College  Presidents. 

Let  me  say  frankly  that  the  members  of  the  Board  without  exception,  including 
the  members  of  the  Joint  Committee,  expressed  themselves  as  displeased  because 
of  the  premature  publicity  given  to  this  report.  A  good  deal  of  this 
publicity  took  for  granted  that  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  had 
already  been  accepted  and  were  in  full  force  and  effect.  This  publicity  has 
gone  so  far  as  to  cause  inquiries  on  the  part  of  even  students  in  our  State 
Teachers  Colleges  who  inquired  as  to  whether  or  not  they  would  hereafter  have 
to  go  to  a  liberal  arts  college  to  complete  their  preparation  for  secondary 
school  teaching. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  can  be  made  effective  only  by  formal 
action  by  the  State  Council  of  Education,  which  is  the  legal  body  set  up  to 
approve  all  institutions  in  the  various  fields  of  teacher  training.  You  and 
I  have  always  agreed  that  while  we  might  set  up  certain  final  goals  and 
objectives,  these  could  only  be  reached  by  a  cooperative,  developmental 
process  extending  over  the  years,  and  that  there  could  be  no  abrupt  transition, 
which  the  publicity  issued  by  seme  of  the  liberal  arts  colleges  indicates  is 
to  be  the  case, 

I  have  been  much  embarrassed  by  this  premature  publicity,  particularly  the 
statements  which  seem  to  take  for  granted  that  these  recommendations  were  to 
become  immediately  effective.  The  action  of  the  Board  of  Teachers  College 
Presidents  last  Friday  was  to  table  the  report  of  the  committee  and  to 
continue  the  committee. 

Let  me  add  also  that  the  attitude  of  our  Board  of  Presidents  is  wholly  co- 
operative, and  will  continue  to  be  so.   I  shall  want  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Committee  again  to  review  some  of  these  considerations  and  to  map  cut 
a  further  program  of  study.

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He  further  stated  that  he  would  like  with  the  consent  of  the  Board 

to  continue  the  committee  and  that  another  meeting  would  be  called  for 

further  deliberations. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  would  appoint  Doctor  Cameron  in  place  of 
Doctor  Haas  on  the  joint  committee  now  made  up  as  follows:   Doctor 
Steele,  Doctor  Rowland,  Doctor  Foster,  Doctor  Cameron,  and  Doctor 
Eisenberg,  Chairman. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Riemer  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Allen,  it  was  voted 
that  the  committee  be  continued  and  that  the  report  as  submitted  by 
Doctor  Eisenberg  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Board  recessed  at  12:45  to  reconvene  at  2:00  P.  M. 

5.  Budgets 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  the  appropriations  were  made  on  the  basis  of 
OlOO  per  student  in  order  to  equalize  the  appropriations  and  that  an 
additional  sum  was  added  for  the  institutions  which  showed  a  deficit. 
He  further  stated  that  it  is  just  possible  the  allocations  for  the 
second  year  of  the  biennium  may  be  somewhat  different  than  they  were 
this  year. 

Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  felt  the  most  important  problem  was  how 
to  apply  the  cut .  He  felt  that  if  the  members  of  the  Board  could  have 
some  uniform  plan  whereby  they  could  agree,  it  would  be  of  great  help. 

Doctor  Foster  further  asked  what  should  be  done  with  the  bookroom  stock. 

Mr.  Crosley  stated  that  an  inventory  should  be  taken  of  the  material  which 
belongs  to  the  State  and  when  any  of  the  stock  is  sold,  the  money  could  be 
turned  over  to  the  State.   In  this  mariner  each  institution  could  discharge, 
over  a  period  of  time,  its  obligation  for  the  stock  which  belongs  to  the 
State. 

Doctor  Rule  suggested  that  a  better  way  might  be  for  each  institution  to 
have  the  stock  appraised  and  send  the  appraised  value  in  and  have  it 
entered  as  a  charge  against  the  institution  for  the  bookroom  stock  and 
then  it  could  be  paid  off  as  quickly  as  possible;  in  thc.t  way  the  receipts 
will  not  have  to  be  segregated. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  with  reference  to  the  summer  session  teachers  in 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges,  they  will  all  be  on  a  six  weeks  basis  and  all 
instructors  should  be  paid  on  a  uniform  basis  for  this  first  year,  that  is, 
one-sixth  of  the  thirty-six  weeks  salary  less  whatever  amount  is  decided 
upon  as  a  general  pay  reduction.  He  further  asked,   "To  what  extent  is  it 
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desirable  and  necessary  to  make  these  reductions  in  salaries  and  wages; 
and  secondly,  how  shall  these  reductions  be  applied?" 

Doctor  Rule  asked  that  each  President  express  himself  as  to  the  manner 
of  applying  the  pay  cuts. 

Doctor  Tanger  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  uniform  reductions,  although 
he  felt  in  a  way  this  was  not  quite  fair  since  they  have  quite  a  number 
of  people  in  his  school  who  were  very  much  under  paid,  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  had  not  been  receiving  increments  regularly  as  some  of  the 
teachers  in  the  other  institutions  had  and  this  of  course  made  the 
salaries  very  low  in  soma  cases. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  felt  there  would  be  exceptions  where  the  pay 
cut  would  not  be  "^applied,  but  these  exceptions  should  be  kept  down  to 
a  minimum  and  all  such  exceptions  should  be  referred  to  him. 

All  of  the  presidents  expressed  themselves  as  favoring  a  uniform  reduc- 
tion for  all  institutions. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  felt  we  should  stick  as  close  as  possible  to 
Act  38  or  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  1374  which  indicates  that  school 
boards  may  reduce  salaries  10%.  If  it  is  necessary  to  make  reductions 
below  that,  it  must  come  to  the  Superintendent's  attention. 

Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  would  not  like  to  see  any  cash  salary 
reduced   to  a  point  below  .#1000. 

Doctor  Rothermel  stated  that  he  felt  this  was  a  little  high  for  "those 
that  received  cash  salary  plus  maintenance. 

Doctor  Rule  asked  for  an  expression  of  opinion  concerning  the  amount 
to  be  exempt  from  the  reduction. 

Doctor  Tanger,  Mr.  Allen,  Doctor  Armstrong,  Doctor  Riemer,  Doctor 
Crawford,  Doctor  Steele,  and  Doctor  Haas  stated  they  felt  this  amount 
should  be  ;;p750 ;   Doctor  Rothermel  stated  he  felt  it  should  be  $800; 
and  Doctor  Foster,  Doctor  Rowland,  Doctor  Cameron,  and  Doctor  Charles 
Foster  stated  they  felt  it  should  be  #1000;  Doctor  Belknap,  representing 
Mansfield,  did  not  vote. 

The  matter  was  brought  to  conclusion  by  the  following  resolution: 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Rothermel,  seconded  by  Doctor  Eisenberg,  and  as 
amended  by  motion  of  Doctor  Foster,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger,  it  was 
voted  that: 

Effective  June  1,  1933,  the  salaries  of  all  employees 
in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  be  reduced  10%  with  the 
understanding  that  any  exceptions  to  this  reduction  shall 
be  taken  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction; 
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And  provided  that,  the  reduction  of  10$  be  applied 
to  every  person  in  the  institution  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  operation  of  this  reduction  shall 
cause  no  cash  salary  to  be  less  than  j?750  on  an 
annual  basis; 

And  with  the  further  understanding,  that  allowance 
for  maintenance  whether  paid  in  cash  or  in  mainte- 
nance service,  shall  not  be  included  in  the  amount 
to  be  reduced; 

And  with  the  further  understanding,  that  the  ^750 
limitation  shall  not  be  applied  to  cooperative  s 
teachers. 

Ill .  New  Business 

1.  Cooperation  of  the  Department  and  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges  with  the  Pennsylvania  Congress  of  Parents 
and  Teachers.  -  Mrs.  Laura  3.  Greenwood 

Mrs.  Laura  3.  Greenwood  appearing  before  the  Board  of 
Presidents  stated  as  follows: 

"In  the  present  economic  crisis  our  workers  have  stood 
staunchly  by  our  schools,  opposing  harmful  legislation, 
unwise  cuts  in  appropriations,  and  the  propaganda  of 
the  taxpayers  associations.  Despite  the  fact  that  the 
Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  has  been  working  for 
thirty-six  years  with,  fcr,  and  by  the  schools,  there 
still  exists  among  school  administrators  a  woeful  lack 
of  information  of  our  aims  and  projects. 

But  in  many  states  this  condition  has  been  overcome  by 
State  Universities  and  Teachers  Colleges  offering  courses 
in  P.T.A.  work  both  in  summer  sessions  and  during  regular 
scholastic  years,  with  or  without  credits.  These  courses 
given  by  instructors  trained  by  the  National  Congress  of 
Parents  and  Teachers,  may  run  from  one  day  to  two  weeks. 

Parent  Education  is  our  main  project  and  our  local  units 
are  urged  to  sponsor  one  or  two  classes  each  term,  using 
trained  leaders  if  available.   Dr.  Ada  Hart  Arlitt  of 
the  University  of  Cincinnati  is  our  chairman  and  the 
material  used  is  the  Third  Yearbook  on  Parent  Education, 
or  the  courses  in  the  Child  Welfare  Magazine. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  our  National  P.T.A. 
courses  may  be  found  at  least  in  the  summer  sessions  of 
all  Teachers  Colleges  in  Pennsylvania  in  order  that  cur 
publications  may  be  disseminated  among  school  adminis- 
trators and  the  work  in.  the  P.T.A.  and  in  Parent  Education 
may  be  better  coordinated. 
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2.  Reduced  railroad  rates  for  students  in 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges 

Mr.  Klonower  asked  whether  anything  had  been  done  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  teachers  in  service  the  fact  that  it  was  possible 
to  secure  reduced  railroad  rates  to  go  to  summer  school.  Many  of 
the  colleges  have  set  up  a  cooperative  arrangement  with  the  rail- 
roads and  their  institution  in  transporting  students  to  and  from 
the  college.  He  pointed  out  that  it  might  be  well  to  look  into 
this  matter. 

3.  Entrance  examination  tests 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  reported  for  the  committee. 

His  report  follows: 

"The  committee  on  entrance  requirements  recommends  the  following 
tests  to  be  used  with  Freshmen  entering  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  in 
1933.

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Rowland  it  was 
voted  that  the  report  of  the  committee  on  entrance  examination 
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tests  be  adopted  as  submitted  and  that  each  institution  take  care 
of  the  number  of  tests  which  they  will  need. 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  there  lies  in  this  provision  for  entrance 
examination  tests  a  peculiar  and  significant  possibility  for  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  to  make  a  contribution  to  this  whole  question 
and  to  develop  standard  tests  and  examinations  which  would  more 
nearly  conform  to  our  peculiar  needs  than  anything  we  could  buy  on 
the  outside  and  at  the  same  time  contribute  to  the  general  problem  of 
entrance  examination  tests.  He  felt  it  would  be  a  worthwhile  project 
if  the  Board  could  do  something  in  this  respect  before  September  1934, 
or  at  least  begin  the  development  of  some  forms  of  tests  in  this 
connection.   If  we  could  enlist  the  services  of  experts  to  be  found 
in  the  faculties  and  make  up  tentative  suggestions  for  entrance 
examinations,  it  would  be  a  start.  "Everything  should  be  done  to 
dignify  and  strengthen  the  positions  of  the  colleges  in  the  teacher 
preparation  field. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Rowland,  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster  it  was  voted 
that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  committee  on  examinations 
for  entrance  to  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  be  instructed  to  proceed 
with  the  tentative  development  of  entrance  examinations  of  our  own. 

4.  Distribution  of  §7.00  board,  room  and  laundry 
fee  for  students  and  $9.00  board,  room  and 
laundry  fee  for  faculty  members 

This  matter  was  settled  through  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
"Uniform  Fees,  Deposits,  and  Repayments." 

5.  Composite  advertisement  in  the  Pennsylvania 
School  Journal 

Mr.  Klonov/er  read  a  letter  received  from  Doctor  J.  Herbert  Kelley, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association, 
asking  whether  the  Board  of  Presidents  desired  to  continue  the 
composite  advertisement  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  as  inserted 
on  the  back  page  of  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Eisenberg  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Allen  it  was  voted 
that  a  contract  be  entered  into  with  the  Pennsylvania  State  Education 
Association  for  the  insertion  of  a  composite  advertisement  on  the  back 
cover  of  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal  for  the  school  year  1933-34 
on  exactly  the  same  conditions  under  which  the  contract  was  entered 
into  by  the  Board  last  year. 

IV.  Miscellaneous 

Doctor  Rule  asked  the  Secretary  to  send  a  note  to  Doctor  William  R. 
Straughn,  President  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Mansfield, 
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conveying  the  sympathy  and  best  wishes  of  the  Board  to  him. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Tanger  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Cameron  it  was 
voted  to  adjourn  at  4:45  P.  M.  to  reconvene  at  a  later  date.

The  meeting  opened  with  the  election  of  President  Eisenberg  of  Slipper;-  Rock 
State  Teachers  College  as  Chairman  for  the  day.  President  Tolley  of  Allegheny 
College  raa  elected  secretary.  Those  present  rare:  Presidents  Steele,  Eisenberg, 
Foster,  and  Rowland,  representing  the  State  Teachers  Colleges;  Presidents  Onwalie, 
Sanson,  Ellis,  and  Tolley,  and  Dean  Rivenberg,  representing  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges. 

The  morning  session  "Qs  spent  in  a  friendly  and  frank  discussion  of  tne  ques- 
tions before  the  committee  and  in  the  afternoon  eession  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted:  - 

"The  members  of  tne  Joint  Committee  representing  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 

and  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  of  Pennsylvania,  assembled  at  the  Penn-Harris  Hotel, 

Harris burg,  on  March  20,  1933,  recommend  — 

I.  That  tie  Teachers  Colleges  shall  concentrate  their  -"ork  on  the  elementary  f iaL  I 
and  shall  engage  in  the  preparation  of  secondary  teachers  (except  in  special 
fields)  only  to  the  extent  and  under  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  State 
Ccvvncil  of  Education  for  experimental  work.  (One  member  dissenting) 

II.  That  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  shall  concentrate  their  ^vork  on  the  academic 
preparation  for  senior  high  school  teachers  and  z  "all  engage  in  the  training 
of  elementary  teachers  only  to  the  extent  and  under  the  conditions  that  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  State  Council  of  Education  for  experimental  ;,'er':c. 
(One  member  dissenting) 

III.  That  the  junior  high  schools  and  the  special  fields  of  tne  senior  high  schools 
shall  be  a  zone  of  co-operation  within  which  both  the  Teachers  Colleges  and 
the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  shall  serve.  Since  careful  study  is  needed  before  a 
division  of  lebor  in  these  fields  can  be  proposed,  the  Joint  Committee  recom- 
mends that  this  question  be  referred  to  the  coi.ivdssion  hereinafter  provided, 
("unanimous) 

TV.  That  there  be  an  equal  minlaum  salary  schedule  for  elementary  and  secondary 
teachers;  equal  qualifications  entitling  to  the  same  salary  levels   The 
elementary  teachers  are  not  to  be  discriminated  against  i~>ecause  of  subject 
matter  taught  or  grade  occupied.   (Unanimous) 
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V.  That  standard  training  shall  be  four  years  for  elementary  teachers,  and  five 
years  for  senior  high  school  teachers.   The  questions  raised  by  this  recommen- 
dation ere  referred  to  "che  coi.irission  hereinafter  provided.   {Unanimous) 

VI.  That  eighteen  hours  of  education  be  retained  as  the  required  amount  until  the 
fifth  year  can  be  put  in  operation.   It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
that  both  the  four  year  and  the  five  year  levels  be  adopted  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.   (Two  members  dissenting) 

VII.  That  the  question  of  extending  certification  from  one  field  to  another  bo 

referred  for  further  study  to  the  commission  hereinafter  provided .  (Unanimous) 

rill.  That  a  permanent  commission  bs  established  consisting  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  and  representatives  of  the  Teacher  Training 
Institution:,  of  the  Comaonwealth.   (Unanimous) 

La..  That  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  President  Hanaon  and  President  Eisenberg  be 
appointed  to  carry  these  recommendations  to  Doctor  Hule.  (Unanimous)

On  motion  of  Doctor  Armstrong,  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster  it  was 
voted  that  action  on  the  adoption  of  the  calendar  be  postponed 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  Five  members  of  the  Board 
voted  for  the  resolution  and  seven  against  the  resolution.  The 
chair  declared  the  motion  lost. 

Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  did  not  favor  voting  on  such  an 
important  matter  on  such  short  notice.  He  felt  he  would  like  td 
take  the  calendar  back  to  the  College  and  study  it  more  in  detail. 
He  felt  that  heretofore  the  calendar  provided  too  long  a  vacation 
at  Easter  time. 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  he  felt  this  calendar  set-up  did  away  with 
this  evil  since  it  indicates  a  shorter  Easter  vacation  and  gives  a 
little  more  time  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  in  which  to  clear 
the  records  and  get  ready  for  the  registration  and  assignment  of 
classes,  et  cetera,  for  the  second  semester. 

Doctor  Armstrong  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  procedure  because 
he  felt  that  more  time  should  be  given  to  the  matter.  He  felt  that 
the  Presidents  should  have  had  a  copy  of  the  calendar  at  least  a  week 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Board  so  that  they  could  study  it  and 
perhaps  talk  it  over  with  some  members  of  the  faculty. 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  he  did  not  have  the  slightest  objection  to 
postponing  action  on  the  calendar,  but  it  seemed  to  be  the  opinion 
expressed  previously  that  this  was  the  time  to  present  the  calendar 
for  final  action  so  that  the  members  would  have  the  information  in 
time  for  the  printing  of  the  summer  session  bulletins. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rowland  it  was  vot ed 
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to  accept  the  report  of  the  Calendar  Committee  and  to  adopt  the 
report  as  submitted  for  the  school  year  1934-1935.    Motion 
carried;  seven  voting  for  the  motion  and  five  against  motion. 

III.  New  Business 

1 .  Re-classification  of  Class  I  Students 

Doctor  Steele  stated  that  this  item  had  been  put  on  the  Docket  at 
his  suggestion.  He  felt  that  the  present  scheme  of  charging  fees 
-/as  not  entirely  in  accord  with  the  classification  of  students  on 
the  enrollment  reports.  He  felt  that  the  Board  should  consider 
making  a  change  in  the  classification  of  Class  I  and  Class  III 
students. 

Doctor  Eisenberg  stated  that  Class  I  students  was  always  intended 
to  be  those  who  could  be  considered  the  regularly  enrolled  full 
time  college  students  and  Doctor  Steele's  suggestion  would  mean 
that  we  depart  from  that  idea.  If  the  idea  is  to  hold  that  Class  I 
students  are  those  doing  full  time  college  work  in  the  college, 
then  he  did  not  feel  that  7,re  should  drop  down  to  those  students 
talcing  seven  or  more  hours  of  work  for  the  Class  I  students. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele  it  ras  voted 
that  this  item  be  laid  on  the  table  for  further  consideration. 

2 .  Uniform  rings  and  pins 

Doctor  Rothermel  stated  that  he  had  asked  for  this  item  to  be 
placed  on  the  Docket  for  discussion  since  the  five-year  contract 
with  Skillkrafters,  Incorporated,  had  expired.  He  stated  that  he 
would  like  to  see  something  done  similar  to  the  action  which  was 
taken  five  years  ago.  He  felt  that  it  would  be  very  harmful  if 
the  old  conditions  were  to  return  with  all  the  fraud,  graft, 
et  cetera. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Foster,  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele  it  was  voted 
that  this  item  be  removed  from  the  Docket  and  each  individual 
College  settle  the  question. 

3 .  Distribution  of  publications 

Mr.  Klonower  explained  that  the  Curriculum  Bureau  publishes  from  time 
to  time  courses  of  study  which  are  distributed  through  the  Department 
to  the  Superintendents,  Supervising  Principals,  and  other  school 
officials. 

He  further  stated  that  he  had  received  a  memorandum  from  the  Director 
of  the  Curriculum  Bureau  as  follows: 

"We  have  made  an  effort  to  place  the  Presidents  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  on  the  mailing  list  and  to  keep 
them  advised  of  all  new  materials.  We  have  also  promised 
to  send  sufficient  copies  of  any  bulletin  so  that  they  can 
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be  used  for  class  work  or  for  reference  in  the  library. 
With  our  limited  budget,  I  do  not  think  we  can  meet  all 
individual  requests  in  the  State.   In  fact,  I  am  not 
sure  that  the  way  in  which  bulletins  are  to  be  distributed 
would  warrant  our  doing  this.   I  think  the  matter  could 
very  easily  be  taken  care  of  if  the  instructors  in  the 
various  State  Teachers  Colleges  were  advised  by  their 
Presidents  that  the  Department  is  willing  to  furnish  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies  of  all  publications  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  college,  but  that  we  are  not  in  a 
position  to  furnish  copies  for  individual  students. 

I  wish  the  matter  might  be  taken  up  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Presidents  so  that  they  may  know  our  policy.   We 
want  to  be  in  a  position  to  be  of  the  greatest  service 
possible  in  this  whole  matter,  but  to  attempt  to  supply 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges  with  copies  for  all  students 
would  be  entirely  out  of  the  question." 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  he  felt  the  Department  was  making  a  mistake 
by  not  inviting  all  the  individual  contacts  with  students  who  are 
prospective  teachers  that  they  possibly  can  in  this  matter  of  supply- 
ing courses  of  study  for  the  public  schools.  He  felt  that  at  least 
all  the  seniors  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  should  be  supplied  with 
copies  of  these  courses  of  study. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Rowland,  seconded  by  Doctor  Cameron  it  was  voted 
that  it  was  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Presidents  that  they  respectfully 
request  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  provide  all  the  seniors 
of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  with  copies  of  courses  of  study  in  the 
several  fields  in  which  they  are  preparing  to  teach,  and  in  view  of 
the  statement  received  from  Mr.  Bristow  through  Mr.  Klonower,  the 
Board  will  be  willing  to  cooperate  with  the  Department  in  this  matter 
to  the  fullest  extent. 

4.  Method  of  payment  for  stock,  equipment, 
et  cetera,  in  bookrooms 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster  it  was  voted 
that  this  item  be  removed  from  the  Docket. 

**•  Professorial  ranking 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  he  and  Doctor  Cameron  had  had  some  corres- 
pondence on  this  subject.   It  was  merely  the  thought  that  there  might 
be  some  academic  and  spiritual  advantage  to  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 
in  having  the  formal  professorial  ranking  for  the  members  of  the 
faculties  instead  of  not  having  it.   It  may  or  may  not  be  related  to 
the  salary  question.  He  personally  felt  that  it  would  be  a  very 
undesirable  t hing  to  relate  it  to  the  salary  question  at  this  time, 
but  at  this  time  it  would  become  solely  a  matter  of  dignity  and  prestige, 
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Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  felt  this  was  a  very  un appropriate- 
time  to  take  this  matter  up. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Foster  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Steele  it  was 
voted  to  remove  the  item  from  the  Docket. 

The  B.;ard  recessed  at  12:45  P.  M.  to  reconvene  at  2:00  P.  M. 

6 •   Revision  of_  budgets  in  light  o_f  new  enrollments 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  the  enrollment  situation  as  it  related 
to  income  presented  the  most  serious  situation  we  have  had 
thus  far.   He  felt  that  most  of  the  budgets  would  have  to  he 
revised  in  the  light  of  the  present  enrollment  figures. 

Doctor  Rule  asked  what  the  possibilities  are  for  cutting  down 
on  the  instructional  costs  for  the  second  semester  this  year? 

Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  felt  free  to  make  adjustments  in 
the  instructional  staff  if  there  were  any  necessity  for  it. 

Doctor  Cameron  stated  he  felt  that  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  protect  members  of  the  instructional  staff  and  to  carry  them 
through  the  entire  year  if  at  all  possible.  He  felt  the 
Presidents  had  a  very  great  moral  obligation  to  these  faithful 
instructors  which  should  not  be  broken  down  except  in  extreme 
emergencies. 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  he  felt  another  consideration  was 
that  we  must  look  for  the  future  projected  teacher  preparation 
program.   If  we  intend  to  take  care  of  the  45,000  teachers  now 
below  college  graduation  or  its  equivalent,  the  future  program 
must  be  considered  and  not  only  the  immediate  present  and  present 
day  difficulties. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  would  like  to  have  each  President  go 
over  with  Mr.  Crosley  a  revised  budget  in  the  light  of  the  new 
enrollment  figures  in  the  near  future  so  that  we  may  know  exactly 
where  we  stand. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Tanger  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Cameron  it  was 
voted  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  authorized 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Board  to  go  over 
with  Mr.  Crosley  the  whole  problem  of  the  administration  of  the 
summer  s  chools. 

7 .   Should  transcripts  of  records  be  withheld 
pending  the  settlement  of  all  indebtedness 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  is  inclined  to  believe  that  this  should 
have  been  an  administrative  policy  but  not  included  in  the  schedule 
of  fees.   He  stated  that  there  was  a  case  at  Cheyney  now  where  the 
transcripts  of  records  are  being  held  up  for  the  payment  of  an  item 
and  it  is  "working  a  very  great  hardship  on  the  student  through  no 
fault  of  his  own. 
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Doctor  Foster  stated  that  ho  folt  the  rule  v;as  a  good  one,  tut 
he  believed  the  Presidents  of  the  institutions  should  finally 
settle  such  questions. 

Doctor  Haas  suggested  that  it  might  he  advisable  to  refer  this 
matter  to  the  Committee  on  "Uniform  Fees ,  Deposits,  and  Repay- 
ments" and  further  suggested  that  it  might  be  advisable  to 
insert  in  the  statement  of  fees  a  proviso  that  in  meritorious 
cases  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  State  Superintendent  Jbr 
decision  in  connection  with  the  President  of  the  institution. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  it  might  be  advisable  to  amend  the 
original  statement  pending  final  consideration  so  that  special 
cases  can  be  referred  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  in  the  meantime  the  matter  could  be  referred  to  the  Fee  Com- 
mittee for  a  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster  it  was 
voted  that  the  Board  refer  to  the  Fee  Committee  the  advisability 
of  modifying  the  regulation  relative  to  the  withholding  of  tran- 
scripts of  records  until  all  fees  are  paid  and  pending  such  modi- 
fication, special  cases  should  be  referred  to  the  State  Superin- 
tendent for  final  judgment. 

^*   Report  of  meeting  of  Deans  of  Ijist  ruction 
held  July  11,  1933 

Mr.  Klonower  explained  that  copies  of  the  report  of  the  meeting 
of  the  Deans  of  Instruction  had  been  sent  to  the  President  of 
each  State  Teachers  College  and  that  it  had  simply  been  included 
in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Presidents  in 
accordance  with  the  usual  procedure.

Doctor  Armstrong  stated  that  he  would  like  to  present  an  item  not 
on  the  Docket.  He  felt  that  no  item  should  be  considered  at  any 
meeting  unless  the  members  of  the  Board  have  had  the  Docket  at 
least  ten  days  in  advance  of  the  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Cameron,  seconded  by  Doctor  Riemer  it  was 
voted  that  no  final  action  be  taken  on  any  resolution  or  report 
that  had  not  been  presented  ten  days  prior  to  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  except  on  unanimous  consent  of  the  Board. 

Five  members  voted  for  the  resolution  and  seven  members  voted 
against  the  resolution.

IV.  Miscellaneous 

1.   Annual-  Education  Congress 

Doctor  Rule  very  briefly  outlined  the  program  for  the  Education 
Congress  to  be  held  in  Harrisburg,  November  8  and  9,  1935.  He 
further  stated  that  he  would  like  to  have  the  Board  of  Presidents 
represented  at  the  TZednesday  afternoon  symposium.   He  stated  that 
he  would  ask  some  member  of  the  Board  to  represent  the  group. 

2*   Education  Bulletin 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  the  first  issue  of  the  Education  Bulletin  had 
gone  out.  He  asked  each  of  the  Presidents  to  study  it  very  carefully 
in  regard  to  its  immediate  use  and  future  use  to  the  people  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  to  the  immediate  service  areas  of  the  State  Teachers 
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Colleges.  He  asked  each  of  the  Presidents  to  let  him  have  any 
suggestions  and  their  frank  reactions  to  the  articles  at  any  time. 

3.  Educational  Relief  Program 

Doctor  Pule  stated  that  approval  for  the  Federal  Educational  Relief 
program  has  been  secured  from  Washington  and  that  the  program  for 
the  Department  would  be  in  charge  of  Mr.  Bristow.   He  stated  that 
all  such  inquiries  should  be  referred  to  Mr.  Bristow. 

Mr.  Bristow  appeared  before  the  Board  and  outlined  briefly  the 
plans  that  had  been  set  up  thus  far.

4.  Resolution  of  sympathy  to  Doctor  Straughn 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Armstrong,  it  was 
voted  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  requested  to  send  a  letter 
of  sympathy  to  Doctor  V/illiam  R.  Straughn,  President  of  the  State 
Teachers  College  at  Mansfield,  expressing  the  sentiments  of  the 
Board  with  a  hope  for  his  speedy  recovery. 

The  Secretary  stated  this  would  be  done. 

5 .  President-elect  of  Kutztown 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Foster,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rothermel  it  was 
voted  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  requested  to  send  a  letter 
conveying  the  congratulations  of  its  members  to  Doctor  Quincy  A.  W. 
Rohrbach  on  his  election  to  the  Presidency  of  the  State  Teachers 
College  at  Kutztown,  and  assure  him  of  their  sincere  wishes  for  a 
successful  administration. 

The  Board  adjourned  at  3:45  o'clock  to  reconvene  at  a  later  date.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  with  a  brief  presentation  of  its  purpose: 

1.  To  develop  administrative  procedures  of  the  several  curricula  and  to 

clarify  the  certification  regulations. 
8.  To  exchange  ideas  and  discuss  problems  common  to  the  Deans  of 

Instruction  of  all  the  State  Teachers  Colleges. 

Mr.  Klonower  stated  that  the  meeting  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  College 
Presidents  and  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  being  the  third 
meeting  of  the  Deans  of  Instruction  in  two  years.  He  presented  a  docket  which 
had  been  prepared  from  suggestions  previously  submitted  by  the  Deans  of  Instruc- 
tion as  a  basis  for  the  day's  discussion. 

Doctor  J.  Linwood  Eisenberg  wac  then  called  to  the  chair  as  presiding  officer. 
Doctor  Eisenberg  stated  that  the  several  curricula  adopted  by  the  Board  of  College 
Presidents  were  administered  largely  through  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Instruction, 
The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  develop  ways  and  means  of  better  accomplishing 
the  desirable  ends. 
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The  items  on  the  docket  were  then  taken  up  seriatim. 

1.  Administration  of  the  new  four-year  curricula  at  State  Teachers  Colleges: 

I.  Evaluation  of  credentials  of  graduates  of  two-year  curricula  (Groups  I, 

II,  III)  in  terms  of  new  four-year  curricula,  elementary  and  secondary. 

Doctor  William  A.  Yeager  presented  a  series  of  eight  evaluation 
forms  designed  to  develop  a  more  uniform  practice  of  evaluating 
the  credentials  of  older  teachers  in  service  who  desire  to 
graduate  in  one  of  the  several  degree  curricula,  and  of  degree 
graduates  who  desire  to  secure  evaluations  in  another  degree 
curriculum.  The  following  recommendations  grew  out  of  the 
discussion: 

a.  The  principle  of  the  evaluation  of  all  curricula  should  be 
on  the  basis  of  course  equivalents  rather  than  on  the  basis 
of  the  number  of  semester  hours  or  of  years  completed. 

b.  Evaluation  forms  as  presented  should  represent  maximum 
credit  allowances. 

c.  At  least  six  semester  hours  of  appropriate  practice  teaching 
should  be  required  of  each  student  who  desires  to  transfer 
to  a  different  curriculum. 

d.  Individual  needs  of  the  students  should  always  be  kept  in 
mind  in  making  up  any  required  deficiency. 

2.  (a)  Requirements  for  a  state  standard  limited  certificatee 

(b)  Evaluation  of  credentials  for  the  state  standard  limited  certificate. 

Dean  C.  L.  Gruber  of  the  Kutztown  State  Teachers  College  opened 
the  discussion.  The  state  standard  limited  certificate  requires 
for  its  issue  the  completion  of  the  first  two  years  of  an  approved 
four-year  degree  curriculum  for  the  preparation  of  elementary 
teachers.  The  Board  of  College  Presidents  has  provided  for  the 
required  courses  to  meet  the  requirements  for  this  new  certificate. 
The  Board  also  approved,  for  presentation  to  the  State  Council,  a 
resolution  urging  the  abolition  of  the  normal  certificate  for  those 
students  entering  State  Teachers  Colleges  for  June  SI,  1933.   All 
•students  enrolled  in  the  old  two-year  curriculum  should  now  be 
transferred  to  the  first  two  years  of  the  new  curriculum. 

3.  Completion  of  a  definite  curriculum  before  recommendation  for  graduation. 

Dean  E.  C.  Stillings  of  the  Edinboro  State  Teachers  College  opened 
the  discussion.  In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Board,  a 
student  must  complete  the  requirements  of  the  particular  curriculum 
before  recommendation  for  graduation. 

4.  Acceptable  courses  as  free  elect ives: 

(a)  Approved  courses 

(b)  Administration  of  courses 

Dean  John  A.  Entz  of  the  Slippery  Rock  State  Teachers  College  opened 
the  discussion.  Courses  offered  as  free  electives  may  include  any 
course  offered  in  a  degree  curriculum,  together  with  such  additional 
courses  as  may  be  submitted  and  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction.  The  term  "free  electives"  limits  the  student 
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to  elect  a  minimum  of  six  semester  hours,  but  does  not  limit  the 
institution  to  offer  a  maximum  of  six  semester  hours.  It  was 
requested  that  a  summarized  list  of  all  courses  approved  as  free 
electives  be  sent  to  each  institution  for  their  information. 

Doctor  James  N.  Rule,  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  addressed  the  Deans  briefly  at  this  point. 
Doctor  Rule  stated  that  a  great  responsibility  rests 
upon  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  in  providing  facilities 
for  the  further  preparation  of  teachers  in  service  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  He  stated  that  there 
was  an  opportunity  in  each  service  area  for  each  insti- 
tution to  perform  this  function.  The  facilities  are 
now  well  established  and  the  opportunities  ripe  for 
encouraging  teachers  to  "ever  richer  and  higher  levels" 
of  professional  service. 

5.  Sequence  of  courses  in  the  several  degree  curricula. 

Dean  Charles  Naegle  of  the  East  Stroudsburg  State  Teachers  College 
opened  the  discussion.  Wherever  possible,  the  sequence  of  courses 
in  the  several  degree  curricula  should  be  followed  carefully  unless 
the  administration  such  as  scheduling  matters,  etc.,  render  such  a 
procedure  impracticable. 

6.  Evaluation  of  credits  from  institutions  not  approved  by  the  State  Council 
of  Education. 

Dean  W.  W.  Menhennett  of  the  Y/est  Chester  State  Teachers  College 
opened  the  discussion.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  the 
problem  of  evaluation  of  non-standard  credentials  appears  largely 
in  evaluating  credentials  in  the  special  fields  such  as  art, 
music,  health,  etc.  Dean  Menhennett  suggested  the  consultation 
of  United  States  Bulletin  #19  (1930)  on  the  rating  of  institutions. 
The  principle  involved  in  such  evaluations  is  that  after  matricu- 
lation, credit  for  non-standard  courses  be  allowed  only  upon 
demonstration  of  ability  in  advanced  classes. 

7.  Evaluation  of  extension  courses  completed  prior  to  June  1931. 

Dean  J.  v1.   E.  Wilkinson  of  the  Clarion  State  Teachers  College  opened 
the  discussion.  The  attention  of  the  Deans  was  called  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  College  Presidents  prior  and  subsequent 
to  June  1,  1931.  Not  more  than  t  v/enty  semester  hour's  of  extension 
courses  may  now  be  accepted  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the 
degree  curricula.   It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  there  is  an 
increasing  problem  in  the  evaluating  of  extension  credits  completed 
by  students  in  liberal  arts  colleges. 
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II.  Administration  of  the  new  curricula  in  relation  to  certification: 

1.  The  nature  and  amount  of  the  minimum  additional  preparation  required 
for  the  extension  of  a  college  provisional  certificate  to  another 
teaching  field: 

(a)  From  secondary  to  elementary 

(b)  From  elementary  to  secondary 

(c)  From  special  to  elementary 

(d)  From  one  special  field  to  another  special  field 

(e)  From  secondary  to  a  special  field 

Doctor  William  A.  Yeager  opened  the  discussion.  An  outstanding 
problem  in  certification  concerns  the  proper  preparation  and  certifi- 
cation of  graduates  of  the  State  Teachers  and  liberal  arts  colleges 
who,  unable  to  secure  high  school  positions,  desire  to  secure 
elementary  certification  in  order  to  teach  in  an  elementary  school. 
Two  plans  were  presented  to  increase  the  twelve  semester  hour 
additional  preparation  regulation,  first,  to  thirty  semester  hours 
and,  second,  to  twenty-four  semester  hours.  Specific  courses  to  be 
completed  were  outlined.  The  Deans  favored  a  recommendation  of  the 
thirty  semester  hour  plan.  Such  a  plan  would  mean  the  completion 
of  thirty  semester  hours  of  additional  professional  preparation  in 
the  elementary  field,  including  six  semester  hours  of  elementary 
practice  teaching  for  the  purpose  of  extending  a  college  provisional 
certificate  in  the  secondary  field  tc  the  elementary  field. 

For  the  purpose  cf  extending  a  college  provisional  certificate  from 
the  elementary  field  to  the  secondary  field,  the  evaluation  plan 
outlined  in  I,  1  as  above  indicated  was  suggested.  For  the  purpose 
of  extending  a  college  provisional  certificate  to  secure  a  degree 
from  one  special  field  to  another  special  field,  or  from  a  secondary 
curriculimi  to  a  special  field,  evaluations  should  be  made  by  the 
Dean  of  Instruction  and  definite  courses  required  to  be  completed  for 
certification. 

III.  Student  Teaching: 

1.  Requirements  for  admission  to  student  teaching  in  State  Teachers 
Colleges: 

(a)  Of  students  previously  enrolled 

(b)  Of  students  from  other  institutions  who  desire  practice  teaching 
for  certification  purposes. 

Dean  M.  J.  Walsh  of  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  opened  the 
discussion.  Dean  Walsh  presented  a  plan  of  practice  teaching 
including  the  requisites  for  student  entrants  into  practice  teaching 
at  Indiana,  It  was  brought  out  that  there  is  considerable  variance 
in  the  pre-requisites  for  practice  teaching  in  the  different  State 
Teachers  Colleges.  The  Deans  favored  retention  of  the  high  standards 
for  entrants  upon  practice  teaching,  not  only  as  pertain  to  students 
enrolled  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  but  also  in  regard  to 
students  from  other  institutions  who  desire  practice  teaching  for 
certification  purposes.  Mr.  Klonower  stated  that,  in  his  judgment, 
student  teaching  in  Pennsylvania  is,  on  the  whole,  superior  to  that 
done  in  any  other  state. 
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2.  Student  teaching  set-up  in  the  summer  sessions. 

Dean  Harry  L.  Kriner  of  the  California  State  Teachers  College 
opened  the  discussion.  Dean  Kriner  outlined  the  practice  teach- 
ing set-up  in  the  California  State  Teachers  College.  It  was 
brought  out  that  any  practice  teaching  set-up  should  be  vital  to 
the  teaching  process,  should  be  ample  for  the  purpose  of  the 
institution  and  for  the  need  of  the  student,  and  should  contain 
sufficient  observation  and  demonstration  facilities. 

3.  Credit  in  student  teaching  for  previous  successful  teaching  experience. 

Dean  M.  DeTurk  High  of  the  Lock  Haven  State  Teachers  College 
opened  the  discussion.  Students  of  State  Teachers  Colleges  in  the 
degree  curriculum  must  complete  the  requirements  for  practice 
teaching  in  the  usual  way,  no  credit  for  previous  professional 
teaching  experience  being  allowed,  excepting  in  those  rare  instances 
where  the  successful  teacher  has  shown  ability  after  matriculation 
and  after  adequate  demonstration.  At  this  point  attention  was 
called  to  the  regulation  approved  by  the  State  Council  of  Education 
that  not  more  than  one  semester  hour  for  each  week  of  the  summer 
session  may  be  allowed  for  certification  purposes. 

IV.  Miscellaneous  administration  problems: 

1.  Administration  of  entrance  examinations: 

Dean  Arthur  T.  Belknap  of  the  Mansfield  State  Teachers  College 
opened  the  discussion.   Inasmuch  as  each  institution  had  completed 
plans  for  the  administration  of  entrance  examinations  approved  by 
the  Board  of  College  Presidents,  no  problems  were  raised  for 
discussion. 

2.  Uniform  honor  point  system. 

Dean  Jesse  Heiges  of  the  Shippensburg  State  Teachers  College  opened 
the  discussion.   It  was  brought  out  that  the  value  of  any  uniform 
honor  point  system  is  not  only  to  encourage  better  work  on  the  part 
of  all  students  but  to  eliminate  weak  students.  Several  institu- 
tions place  the  student  upon  probation  and  drop  him  finally  if  his 
quality  points  do  not  improve.   There  was  a  considerable  difference 
of  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  any  uniform  honor  point  system. 

3.  A  uniform  progress  card  for  all  curriculums. 

Dean  W.  B.  Sutliff  of  the  Bloomsburg  State  Teachers  College  opened 
the  discussion.  A  roll  call  of  the  Deans  opposed  almost  unanimously 
an  introduction  of  any  uniform  progress  card  in  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges.   It  was  suggested  that  copies  of  all  student  progress 
cards  be  secured  from  each  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  and  dis- 
tributed among  the  other  institutions  for  comparative  purposes. 
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4.  Additional  uniform  high  school  records. 

Dean  Homer  F.  Dilworth  of  the  Miller sville  State  Teachers 
College  opened  the  discussion.   It  was  the  consensus  of 
opinion  that  sufficient  data  from  the  high  schools  are 
no?/  being  gathered  and  submitted  to  State  Teachers  Colleges, 
if  properly  used.  All  the  forms  now  in  use  were  felt  to 
be  very  helpful. 


The  Deans  felt  unanimously  that  the  meeting  just  held  was  very  helpful. 
Mr.  Klonower  stated  that  he  hoped  a  fourth  meeting  could  be  arranged  the 
latter  part  of  the  first  semester,  1933-34.  The  recommendations  of  the 
Deans  would  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  College  Presidents  and  to  the 
State  Council  of  Education  for  their  consideration. 


POLICIES  TO  GOVERN  ©.URGENCY  EDUCATION  RELIEF  WORK  PROGRAM 

ORGANIZED 
IN  ACCORDANCE  TITfl  :PLANS  .APRCVED  BY  THE 
STATE  EMERGENCY  RELIEF  BOARD  FOR  PENNSYLVANIA 


The  emergency  education  relief  program  authorized  for  Pennsylvania  by  the  State 
Emergency  Relief  Board  is  outlined  in  the  following  statement. 

A.  AUTHORIZED  SCOPS  OF  PROGRAM 

On  August  19  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  administration  authorized  the  use 
by  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board  of  Federal  Emergency  Relief  funds  to 
pay  relief  work  wages  to  needy  unemployed  persons  competent  to  teach  adults 
to  read  and  write  English. 

On  September  15  the  -Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  extended  that 
authority  to  include  the  use  of  Federal  Emergency  Relief  funds  for  the 
employment  of  other  needy  unemployed  persons  who  are  qualified  to  teach. 

B.  GENERAL  PURPOSE  OF  PROGRAM 

The  general  purpose  of  "relief  work"  in  education  is  to  provide  constructive 
employment  for  unemployed  persons  on  relief  and  competent  to  teach,  and  at 
the  same  time  provide  socially  constructive  activities  to  numerous  other 
persons.  The  specific  aims  are: 

1.  To  employ  on  a  "relief  work"  basis,  unemployed  persons  on  relief  com- 
petent to  teach  unemployed  adults  who  are  in  need  of  vocational  training 
or  adjustment  to  make  them  employable. 

2.  To  employ  on  a  "relief  work"  basis  unemployed  persons  on  relief  compe- 
tent to  teach  in  a  program  of  vocational  rehabilitation  for  unemployed, 
physically  handicapped  persons  needing  training  to  make  them  employable. 

3.  To  employ  on  a  "relief  work"  basis  unemployed  persons  on  relief,  compe- 
tent to  teach  unemployed  and  other  adults  who  are  in  need  of  further 
general  educational  activities  to  make  them  well  informed,  responsible 
and  self-supporting  citizens. 

In  carrying  out  this  program  it  will  be  possible  not  only  to  provide  "made  work" 
for  persons  entitled  to  such  employment  but  also  to  offer  educational  opportuni- 
ties, both  specific  and  general,  for  certain  groups,  particularly  the  unemployed, 
which  are  in  need  of  these  services.  Such  activities  would  include  rehabilita- 
tion training;  courses  in  agriculture  and  gardening;  courses  in  creative 
activities;  citizenship;  English  for  illiterates;  instruction  to  home  makers  con- 
cerning economies  in  home  management,  particularly  in  the  selection  and  prepara- 
tion of  foods  and  in  the  care  and  repair  of  clothing;  and  recreational  courses. 

(OVER) 
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C.   SUGGESTED  ACTIVITIES  FOR  .GROUPS:   .' 

1.  English  and  citizenship  classes  for  non-English  speaking  persons  — 
public  school  evening  classes,  home  classes  for  foreign-born  mothers, 
neighborhood  classes  and  factory  classes. 

2.  Evening  classes  for  American-born  persons  and  other  adults  unable  to 
read  and  v/rite. 

3.  Home  Economics  classes  for  homemakers  to  enable  them  to  select  and 
prepare  wholesome  foods  at  a  minimum  cost,  mend  clothing,  and  pro- 
vide 7/holesome  home  life  in  general, 

4.  Courses  in  gardening  and  poultry  raising  for  both  men  and  women  to 
enable  them  to  supplement  their  normal  income  and  to  provide  a 
backlog  of  support  in  periods  of  unemployment . 

5.  Courses  for  uneriiployed  adults  who  can  benefit  from  vocational  train- 
ing and  cannot  obtain  the  training  desired  through  the  regular 
channels  of  such  education,  and  who  shall  be  eligible  to  receive 
instruction  from  "work  relief"  teachers;  such  classes  to  include 
persons  in  need  of  vocational  rehabilitation  as  well  as  those  who 
for  other  reasons  are  in  need  of  vocational  education  to  make  them 
employable . 

6.  General  educational  courses  for: 

a.  Unemployed  men  and  women  of  at  least  elementary  education 
to  enable  them  to  make  a  wider  use  of  public  library 
facilities,  and  general  reading  opportunities. 

b.  Recent  unemployed  high  school  graduates  to  enable  them  to 
continue  their  education  in  part,  at  least. 

c.  Industrial  workers  (employed  and  unemployed)  to  enable  them 
to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  industrial  history,  labor  standards, 
labor  legislation,  industrial  relations,  etc. 

7.  Classes  to  enable  both  men  and  women  to  maintain  physical  health 
and  morale  and  to  use  their  time  constructively  and  wholesomely. 
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D.   LOC.'J,  ORG-iNIZ^TICN  AND  PROCEDURE: 

Steps  to  be  taken  in  the  organization  of  activities  in  local  areas  are 
as  follows: 

1.  Organization  of  Emergency  Education  Relief  Council  to  consist  of 
the  following  personnel: 

a.  i>  chairman  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction 

b.  Counts'"  Superintendent  of  Schools 

c.  A  representative  of  the  Staff  of  the  Count:/  Emergency  Relief 
Board  designated  by  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Board. 

d.  Supervisor  of  State  employment  office  or  manager  of  reemployment 
committee 

e.  A  District  Superintendent  of  Schools 

f .  Other  representation  of  school  authorities  as  required 

2.  Conference  of  Emergency  Education  Relief  Council  with  lay  organi- 
zations and  individuals  interested  in  programs  of  education  for  the 
handicapped,  the  unemployed,  the  immigrant,  the  illiterates,  home- 
makers;  and  for  adults  and  young  adults  desiring  general  courses. 

3.  Submission  of  proposed  program  to  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
for  approval.  This  program  should  consist  of  two  parts: 

a.  General  plans  and  proposals  for  county  work 

b.  Individual  class  activities  to  be  conducted  in  various  districts 

Application  blanks  for  submitting  proposed  program  of  activities 
will  be  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

4.  Selection  of  teachers  and  workers: 

a.  Teachers  to  be  selected  for  specific  activities  that  have  been 
approved  by  County  Emergency  Education  Relief  Council  and 
Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

b.  Teachers  selected  to  be  certified  by  County  Emergency  Relief 
Board. 

c.  Preliminary  interview  and  recommendation  of  teachers  will  be 
made  by  State  Employment  or  Reemployment  office. 

d.  List  of  eligible  teachers  (as  to  relief  and  qualifications)  to 
be  submitted  to  Chairman  of  County  Emergency  Education  Relief 
Council  by  Employment  or  Reemployment  office. 

e.  Education  authorities  in  local  districts  where  activity  is  to  be 
carried  on  to  be  consulted  concerning  candidates,  for  con- 
currence in  appointment. 

f .  Appointment  by   County  Chairman  of  persons  so  selected. 

g.  Forwarding  of  certificate  of  appointment  to  Department  of 
Public  Instruction. 

5.  Supervision  and  Training; 

The  supervision  of  emergency  relief  teachers  will  be  the  responsi--  . 
bility  of  the  regularly  constituted  public  school  officials  in 
accordance  with  the  existing  organization  and  provisions  for 
such  purposes. 
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6.     Pay-Roil  Procedure  and  Hours   of  Work: 

1.  Payroll  forms  will  be   supplied  by  the   Department   of  Public 
Instruction. 

2.  Semi-monthly,    on  or  before  the   5th  and  18th   of  each  month,    the 
Chairman  of  the   County  Emergency  Education  Relief  Council  will 
submit   to   the   Department  of  Public   Instruction  payroll   state- 
ment for  each   current   period. 

3.  When   employment    is  discontinued,    notification  to   that   effect 
in   semi-monthly  payroll   statement   will  be   submitted  by  the 
County  Chairman.

5.  Checks  will  :be  forwarded  to  the  Chairman  of  the     County 
Educational  Relief  Council  for   distribution. 

The   standard  number   of  hours   per  week  per  teacher  has  been 
set  at   22.  .   The  time   schedule  for  each   teacher  Will  be 
determined  by  the  nature  of  the  activity  to  which,  he   or   she 
has  been  assigned*     The   total  time  schedule  for  each  teacher 
will  consist   of   preparation,    conduct   of   classes  and  indi- 
vidual conferences  with   class  members. 


7.      School  authorities  wishing  to  take  advantage  of  the   opportunities 
afforded  by  this   program  can   secure  further   information  from  the 
Chairman  of  their  County  Emergency  Education  Relief  Council. 
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THE  FEDERAL  EMERGENCY  RELIEF  ADMINISTRATION  HAS  ESTABLISHED  THE  FOLLOWING 
GENERAL  POLICIES  WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE  ORGANIZATION  AND  ATMINISTRATION  OF 
EMERGENCY  EDUCATION  RELIEF  ACTIVITIES: 

1.  Federal  Emergency  Relief  funds  shall  be  used  for  "work  relief"  only. 

2.  Only  persons  certified  by   the  State  Emergency  Relief  Administration, 
or  its  authorized  agents,  as  being  entitled  to  "work  Relief"  may  be 
employed  as  teachers, 

3.  All  programs  must  be  organized  and  maintained  by  publicly  supported 
institutions.  No  Federal  funds  may  be  used  for  such  programs  by 
privately  supported  institutions. 

4.  The  selection  and  the  entire  supervision  of  emergency  relief  teachers 
for  the  general  program  of  adult  education  of  unemployed  persons  will 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  regularly  constituted  public  school  offi- 
cials in  accordance  Yfith  the  existing  provisions  and  regulations  for 
such  purposes. 

5.  Classes  may  be  held  during  any  hours  of  the  day  or  evening.   Facili- 
ties made  available  by  schools,  churches,  clubs,  or  other  agencies, 
if  approved  by  the  State  school  officials,  may  be  used  for  this 
instruction,  but  the  administration  must  be  under  the  public  school 
authorities. 

6.  The  selection  of  subjects  to  be  included  in  the  instructional  pro- 
gram of  unemployed  and  other  adults  shall  be  approved  by  the  State 
department  of  education. 

7.  The  local  relief  administration  is  responsible  for  certifying  the 
names  of  persons  eligible  for  employment  as  "work  relief"  teachers 
in  connection  with  these  programs,  but  the  school  authorities 
responsible  for  the  program  must  have  the  final  responsibility  for 
approving  those  persons  whom  they  consider  properly  qualified  to 
give  the  courses  to  be  offered. 

8.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  relief  funds  be  used  to  employ  any 
person  or  persons  in  substitution  of  teachers  regular ly  employed 
or  to  supplant  any  educational  activity  for  which  provisions  now 
are  or  can  be  made. 

9.  All  unemployed  adults  who  can  benefit  from  vocational  training  and 
cannot  obtain  the  training  desired  through  the  regular  channels  of 
such  education  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  instruction  from  "work 
relief"  teachers.   Such  classes  shall  include  persons  in  need  of 
vocational  rehabilitation  as  well  as  those  ano  for  other  reasons 
are  in  need  of  vocational  education  to  make  them  employable. 

10.  Emergency  Education  Relief  funds  can  be  used  for  payroll  purposes 
only.   Supplies,  equipment,  etc,  must  be  provided  by  local  agencies. 


SOME  SUGGESTIONS  AS  TO  THE  CONDUCT  OF  ADULT  CLASSES  AND  ACTIVITIES 


\ 

In  the  conduct  of  classes  for  "adults,  certain  activities  desired 

will  require  formal  assignment,  recitation,  quizzing,  and  tests.   In  the 
majority  of  instances,  however,  the  interests  of  adults  and  their  continued 
participation  in  the  activities  provided  will  best  be  served  by  modifications 
of  traditional  classroom  procedure  generally  in  accordance  with  the  following 
suggestions  as toinformal ,  individual  freedom  and  expression. 

1.  V.here  the  number  of  individuals  participating  in  a  given  group  activity 
makes  classification  possible,  ..time  should  be  devoted  to  grouping  such 
participants  on  the  bases  of  age,  interests,  achievement,  and  capacity. 

2.  The  teacher  of  classes  for  adults  should  be  prepared  to  develop,  as 
largely  as  possible,'  a  round-table-discussion  procedure. 

3.  Texts,  materials,  and  conduct  of  group  sessions  should  be,  at  all  times, 

in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  years  of  those  constituting  the  class. 

4.  The  teacher  must  be  the  leader  of  the  group  and  at  the  same  time  must 
submerge  his  own  personality  so  as  to  give  an  opportunity  for  the  group 
to  assume  responsibilities  both  in  the  planning  and  carrying  out  of 
the  activities  engaged  in. 

5.  It  is  suggested  that  an  advisory  committee  be  elected  by  each  class  to 
help  in  planning  and  directing  class  work  into  channels  best  suited, 
in  their  judgment,  to  the  interests  and  needs  of  its  members. 

6.  Members  of  the  class  should  participate  in  planning  the  figld  to  be  covered, 
and  the  approach  and  development  to  be  made,  by  open  discussion  of  the 
plans  recommended  by  the  teacher  and  supervising  committee. 

V.   Care  should  be  taken  to  secure  the  active  participation  of  every  member  of 
a  class  in  the  activities  which  arc  carried  on,  self-expression  by  such 
members  being  the  major  objective. 

8.  An  informal  atmosphere  should  prevail  in  the  class  at  all  times,  permitting 
an  open  and  free  exchange  of  observations  and  argument. 

9.  Class  sessions  should  be  socialized  as  largely  as  possible,  the  teacher 
directing  the  thought  of  the  group  by  occasional  observations,  questions, 
and  remarks. 

10.  In  all  fields  the  value  of  the  subject  matter  considered  should  be 
definitely  related  to  social  well-being. 

11.  In  the  direction  of  class  work,  the  teacher  should  strive  to  secure 
discussions  of  practical  applications  of  all  scientific,  mathematical, 
and  sociological  principles  discussed. 


(OVER) 


12.   One  of  the  outcomes  of  adult  class,  activities.,  should  he- the  development 
of  a  program  in  which  those  who  are  members  of  the  class  do  things  for 
themselves  and  carry  over  the  activities  begun  in  the  class  into 
community  and  home-life  situations. 

15.   Special  assignments  to  individuals  for  brief  informal  reports  to  the 
group  on  topics  of  general  interest  will  .stimulate  interest. 

14.   As  an  important  phase  of  the  service  to  be  rendered  in  adult  class 
work,  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  teecher  to  exhaust  all  local 
possibilities  in  securing  supplementary  reading  and  reference  works 
for  special  assignments. 


ijV 


15.  Interest  can  be  stimulated  and  interesting  developments  obtained 
relating  subject  matter  in  all  class  work  to  the  vocational  and 
avoeational  interests  of  the  members  of  the  class. 

16.  Class  journeys  to  easily  reached  local  places  of  interest  related  to 
the  study  program  of  a  group,  followed  by  individual  reports  and  ' 
group  discussion,  are  always  helpful  and  enjoyable. 

17.  Chairs  and  tables  about  which  adult  members  of  a  class  may  be  grouped 
are  much  to  be  preferred  over  the  rigid  seating  of  the  average  high 
school  classroom. 

18.  The  artificial  and  natural  lighting  of  the  room  used  for  class  sessions 
should  be  adequate  in  order  to  avoid  eye-strain. 

19.  Since  the  question  of  scholastic  credit  does  not  enter  in  and  since 
adult  class  work  aims  to  approach  the  natural  learning  conditions  of 
life  situations,  formal  tests  of  achievement  and  final  examinations 
should  be  taboo,  except  as  requested  by  the  group. 

20.  All  employed  as  teachers  and  leaders  of  activities  under  the  emergency 
education  relief  program  should  recognize  their  responsibility  for 
emphasizing  constantly  national  community  of  spirit,  and  group 
responsibility  for  the  welfare  of  its  members  as  exemplified  by  the 
Federal  emergency  relief  program,  and  should  make  every  effort  to 
instill  confidence  and  courage  into  the  morale  of  their  respective 
class  groups.

a.   Additional  preparation  required  for  a  transfer 
from  the  secondary  to  the  elementary  curriculum 
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Doctor  Eisenberg,  Chairman  of  the  Curricular  Revision 
Committee,  reported  for  the  committee.  He  stated  that 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Deans  of  Instruction  held  in 
Harristurg  a  short  time  ago  it  was  the  unanimous  agreement 
of  the  Deans  that  in  the  case  of  persons  transferring  from 
the  secondary  to  the  elementary  curriculum  for  certification 
purposes  they  should  complete  about  thirty  hours  of 
additional  work.   At  the  present  time  they  are  certificated 
on  the  basis  of  twelve  semester  hours.  The  Teacher  Division 
presented  the  matter  in  the  following  report  and  asked 
approval  of  the  recommendations  by  the  Board  of  Presidents: 

"An  acute  situation  has  developed  in  connection  with  the 
program  for  the  preparation  of  elementary  teachers.  Hundreds 
of  college  graduates  prepared  to  teach  in  the  high  schools 
who  find  that  they  cannot  secure  positions  in  the  high  schools 
desire  to  qualify  for  the  elementary  field. 

In  accordance  with  our  present  program  these  secondary  or 
special  graduates  qualify  for  the  elementary  field  with  six 
semester  hours  of  prescribed  eloctivcs  in  the  field  of  elementary 
education  and  six  semester  hours  of  practice  teaching  with  pupils 
of  elementary  school  age.   This  requirement  of  twelve  semester 
hours  for  the  transfer  from  the  secondary  or  special  to  the 
elementary  field  was  put  into  the  regulations  at  a  time  when 
four-year  elementary  curricula  for  the  preparation  of  such 
teachers  were  not  available  to  any  great  extent. 

With  the  development  of  the  four-year  curricula  in  the  elementary 
field,  we  should  confine  the  elementary  teachers  to  those  who 
complete  a  four-year  elementary  curriculum  or  its  equivalent.   The 
differential  between  the  four-year  secondary  curriculum  and  the 
four-year  elementary  curriculum  is  usually  about  thirty  semester 
hours. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Deans  of  Instruction  they  recommended 
that  a  thirty  semester  hour  differential  be  insisted  upon  for  a 
transfer  from  the  secondary  field  to  the  elementary  field  and  that

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In  order  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  four-year  elementary 
curricula  and  to  assure  specific  preparation  for  the  teachers 
of  the  elementary  field,  we  recommend  to  the  State  Council  of 
Education  at  its  next  meeting  the  following: 

RESOLVED,  that  after  July.l,  1934  college  certificates  valid 
in  the  secondary  or  special  fields  may  be  validated  for  the 
elementary  field  where  the  holders  thereof  have  completed  not 
fewer  than  thirty  semester  hours  of  approved  courses  in 
elementary  education,  such  as:

*Such  as  Principles  of  Elementary  Education  2  or  3  s.h. 

Kindergarten-Primary  Theory  2  or  3  s.h. 

Civic  Education  2  or  3  s.h. 

The  Elementary  School  Curriculum  2  or  3  s.h. 

Elementary  School  Methods  2  or  3  s.h. 

RESOLVED,  that  paragraph  two,  page  10,  under  III.  College  -  1. 
Provisional  College  Certificate  of  the  booklet  on  certification 
which  provides  that  'Such  a  curriculum  will  be  approved  when  the 
six  semester  hours  of  prescribed  electives  are  in  the  field  of 
elementary  education  and  the  six  semester  hours  of  practice 
teaching  are  with  pupils  of  elementary  school  age'  be  deleted 
as  of  July  1,  1934." 

Mr.  Allen  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  this  plan  or  some  similar 
plan  made  applicable  to  those  students  who  have  certificates  valid 
for  certain  of  the  academic  subjects  and  desire  to  qualify  for  the 
special  fields  of  Art,  Music,  Health  Education,  Home  Economics,  et 
cetera.   At  the  present  time  they  are  certificated  on  the  basis, 
for  these  special  fields,  of  eighteen  semester  hours  of  work  in  the 
special  fields.   On  the  basis  of  such  certification  certain  persons 
are  securing  positions  and  thus  keeping  those  out  of  positions  who 
have  spent  four  full  years  in  preparation  for  teaching  one  of  the 
special  subjects. 

Doctor  Straughn  asked  whether  any  or  all  of  these  thrity  additional 
semester  hours  could  be  taken  by  extension  or  correspondence? 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  the  regulation  as  it  is  already  set  up 
will  also  apply  in  the  case  of  these  thirty  semester  hours. 
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On  motion  of  Doctor  Eisenberg,  seconded  by  Doctor  Straughn 
it  was  voted  that  the  report  of  the  Curricular  Revision 
Committee  be  accepted  and  the  recommendation  be  adopted. 

2 .  Report  of  committee  on  "Entrance  Examination 
Tests" 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  stated  that  the 
Committee  had  no  report  to  offer  at  this  time. 

3 .  Report  of  Fee  Committee 

a.  Should  transcripts  of  records  be  withheld 
pending  the  settlement  of  all  indebtedness? 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Straughn,  seconded  by  Doctor  Hill  it  was 
voted  that  this  item  be  removed  from  the  docket  and  that  special 
cases  be  taken  up  with  the  State  Superintendent. 

b .  Interpretation  of  Section  II  -  Contingent  Fee  (d) 

Doctor  Eisenberg  stated  that  he  had  asked  that  this  item  be  placed 
on  the  docket  because  an  interpretation  had  been  given  relative 
to  the  payment  of  the  contingent  fee  and  housing  fee  and  he  felt 
the  interpretation  was  at  variance  with  what  was  understood  by 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Presidents. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  felt  this  was  a  matter  which  the 
Department  should  take  up  with  the  Revenue  Department  and  have 
adjusted.  He  asked  Doctor  Eisenberg  to  raise  the  question  with 
him  and  he  would  take  it  up  directly  with  the  Department  of 
Revenue. 

c .  Formal  Opinion  No.  105  -  Department  of  Justice 

A  copy  of  this  opinion  follows  page  846  as  Exhibit  "A". 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Straughn,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rowland  it  was 
voted  that  nothing  be  inserted  in  the  uniform  schedule  of  fees, 
deposits  and  repayments  at  the  present  time  because  there  was  a 
general  understanding  among  members  of  the  Board  and  the  State 
Superintendent  as  to  the  method  of  payment  of  special  cases  and 
these  were  to  be  very  few. 

4.  Report  of  committee  on  "Administration  of  Summer 
Schools" 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reported  for  the 
Committee.  He  presented  the  following  report  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Board: 
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"Report  of  a  Special  Committee  to  Consider 

the  Financing  of  the  Summer  Sessions  of 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges  of  Pennsylvania 

The  financing  of  the  summer  sessions  is  bound  up  inextricably 
with  the  financing  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  colleges 
during  the  whole  year.   It  is  practically  impossible  to  separate 
accurately  the  costs  that  are  constant  and  those  that  arise  out  of 
the  operation  of  the  summer  sessions.   Costs  such  as  administration, 
maintenance  of  plant  and  grounds,  repairs,  charges  for  water, 
electric  light  and  power,  are  relatively  constant  whether  a  summer 
session  is  operated  or  not.  Buildingsmust  be  kept  clean  and  in 
repair,  grounds  mowed  and  cared  for,  watchmen  must  be  on  duty  to 
prevent  fire  and  protect  property  whether  there  is  a  summer 
session  or  not . 

There  are  certain  costs  which  clearly  belong  to  the  summer 
session  and  are  properly  chargeable  to  it,   The  clearest 
example  of  this  is  instructional  cost.  Housing,  as  it  applies 
to  the  operation  of  the  dining  rooms,  dormitories  and  laundries 
during  the  six  week  summer  sessions,  is  closely  related,  but 
even  housing  cost  is  a  borderline  case  and  cannot  be  charged 
entirely  to  the  summer  session.   Several  of  the  colleges  would 
be  obliged  to  operate  the  dining  room  to  provide  maintenance 
for  employees  even  if  there  were  no  summer  session. 

In  addition  to  these  facts,  conditions  vary  in  the  different 
colleges  due  to  size,  location,  character  of  plant  and  special 
conditions  under  which  the  college  is  operated.   Therefore  the 
discontinuation  of  the  summer  session  would  result  in  little  if 
any  economy.   In  fact  in  some  colleges  it  will  be  economy  to 
operate  the  summer  sessions.   Discontinuing  the  summer  sessions 
would  eliminate  expenditures  for  instruction  and  instructional 
supplies  and  reduce  expenditures  for  housing  and  certain  other 
services,  but  it  would  also  eliminate  all  income  from  contingent 
fees  and  housing  during  the  summer  session  and  would  abandon  a 
valuable  and  necessary  professional  service  to  the  elementary 
teachers  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  question  of  financing  the  summer  session  must  be 
considered  in  the  light  of  the  State's  educational  program  and 
its  policies  regarding  teacher  education. 

The  State  must  accept  the  responsibility  for  providing  a 
competent  teacher  for  every  classroom.   The  action  of  the  State 
Council  of  Education  on  October  6,  1933  looking  toward  four 
years  as  the  standard  of  training  for  elementary  teachers  makes 
the  direction  of  in-service  professional  training  a  peculiar 
responsibility  at  this  particular  time.   In  the  light  of  past 
experience  in  Pennsylvania  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
facilities  of  all  the  Teachers  Colleges  will  be  taxed  to 
provide  the  required  in-service  training  for  elementary  teachers. 
Saturday  and  summer  session  classes  arc  the  main  moans  of  in-service 
training.   'Up  to  this  time,  the  training  of  elementary  teachers 
has  been  done  most  satisfactorily  in  this  State  by  the  Teachers 
Colleges. '

Eliminating  the  summer  sessions  or  reducing  the  number 
would  serve  as  a  logical  encouragement  for  other  institutions 
to  attempt  to  offer  programs  to  meet  in-service  needs. 
Unfortunate  teacher  training  situations  might  result  if  the 
summer  sessions  were  reduced  at  this  time. 

Due  to  the  greatly  increased  proportion  of  day  students 
in  summer  sessions,  alternation  of  summer  sessions  would  slow 
up  the  four  year  elementary  program  because  many  teachers, 
nov,  day  students,  would  not  transfer  to  another  Teachers 
College  and  become  boarding  students.   They  would  either  not 
go  to  summer  school  or  they  would  go  to  any  institution  or 
center  within  commuting  distance.  No  action  should  be  taken 
by  the  Teachers  Colleges  which  would  result  in  'shopping 
around'  to  accumulate  credits  and  make  difficult  or  impossible 
sequential  preparation  and  consistent  growth  in  competency. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends: 

1.  That  in  1934,  summer  sessions  be  continued 
in  all  Teachers  Colleges. 

2.  That  the  summer  session  in  each  Teachers 
College  be  self  supporting  insofar  as 
housing  and  instructional  costs  are 
concerned. 

The  Committee  suggests  that  a  temporary  reduction  from 
the  regular  salary  schedule  be  adopted  for  the  summer  seisr.on 
of  1934.  The  Committee  suggests  that  no  further  reductions 
than  those  agreed  upon  shall  be  made  by  any  College  without 
the  approval  and  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction. 

The  Committee  suggests  that  each  President  analyze  the 
costs  of  his  institution  between  June  1  and  September  1  and 
set  up  the  actual  costs  of  the  summer  session,  separating 
these  costs  from  costs  that  would  exist  whether  the  summer 
session  were  operated  or  not. 

The  Committee  presents  for  consideration  two  emergency 
schedules,  Table  I  based  on  75%  of  the  regular  schedule,  and 
Table  II  based  on  60%  of  the  regular  schedule. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  action  on  the  reduction 
from  the  salary  schedule  for  the  summer  session  be  post- 
poned until  a  later  meeting.

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it 

was  voted  that  the  report  be  accepted  and  the  recommendations 

adopted. 

5.   Printing  of  entrance  forms 

Doctor  Steele  stated  that  the  State  Teachers  College  at 

California  was  willing  to  do  the  printing  the  same  as 

they  have  before,  but  the  several  institutions  would  have 

to  furnish  the  materials.  The  printing  can  be  done  as  a 

project  in  the  print  shop  in  connection  with  the  curriculum 
in  Industrial  Arts. 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  this  seemed  by  far  the  very 
cheapest  and  most  economical  way  of  handling  the  matter. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Straughn,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger 
this  item  was  removed  from  the  docket. 

III.   New  Business 


1.  Legal  responsibility  of  Cooperative  Association 
in  cases  of  injuries  in  athletic  games 

Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  had  raised  this  question  because 
they  had  a  case  where  a  boy  in  an  athletic  game  was  rather 
seriously  injured  and  he  wondered  just  how  far  the  Cooperative 
Association  should  go  in  taking  care  of  this  boy  financially. 

Mr.  Allen  stated  that  he  did  not  think  there  was  any  legal 
responsibility,  but  there  always  remained  the  humane  thing 
to  do  in  such  cases  and  he  felt  that  each  case  had  to  be 
decided  upon  its  merits. 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  the  money  which  is  paid  into  the 
Activity  Fee  Fund  is  the  students'  money  and  they  could  to  a 
certain  degree  indicate  how  it  should  be  spent. 

Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  was  satisfied  with  the  statements 
made  by  the  other  members  of  the  Board  and  he  would  be  guided 
thereby.  He  asked  that  the  item  be  removed  from  the  docket. 

2.  Budgets 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  about  six  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 
could  probably  carry  on  with  the  budgets  as  set  up,  but  the 
other  colleges  cannot  with  the  funds  that  are  in  sight.   There 
is  about  $60,000  which  was  not  allocated  for  the  first  year  of 
the  biennium.  This  amount  was  held  in  reserve  for  emergencies. 
It,  was  suggested  that  it  be  allocated  immediately  to  those 
institutions  who  are  operating  in  the  red  at  this  time.

Doctor  Rule  soated  that  the  original  allocations  were  made 
on  the  basis  of  estimated  enrollments.  H~  felt  that  now 
since  some  enrollments  in  certain  of  the  institutions 
did  not  come  up  to  expectations,  concessions  must  he  made. 
He  did  not  feel  that  we  could  afford  to  wreck  the  salary- 
schedule  in  any  of  these  institutions  because  of  lack  of 
funds.   He  felt  it  was  far  better  to  release  any  instructors 
who  were  not  needed  rather  than  to  reduce  to  a  point  where 
it  will  hurt  the  morale  of  the  institution's  instructional 
staff. 

He  asked  that  the  original  Budget  Committee  meet  with  Mr. 
Crosley  during  the  lunch  period  and  present  a  plan  of  new 
allocations  or  re-allocations  before  the  close  of  the 
meeting  today. 

Doctor  Haas,  a  member  of  the  Committee  being  absent,  Doctor 
Rule  asked  Doctor  Foster  to  sit  in  with  the  Committee  and 
work  out  the  plan. 

The  Board  recessed  at  12:45  P.  M.  to  reconvene  at  1:45  P.  M. 

After  consultation  with  Mr.  Crosley  it  was  agreed  that  this 
amount  of  reserve,  namely  $>60,000  be  allocated  at  once  to 
those  institutions  who  are  not  able  to  balance  their  budgets 
at  this  time.  Mr.  Crosley  stated  that  there  is  no  definite 
basis  for  the  allocations  which  were  suggested  for  each 
institution,  but  it  was  simply  an  effort  to  give  each  school 
sufficient  money  to  balance  the  budget  for  the  present.  New 
budgets  will  have  to  be  made  out  at  once  and  balanced. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  there  might  be  a  possibility  at  the 
end  of  the  present  year  of  making  some  changes  in  the 
allocations,  but  that  will  depend  upon  the  extent  to 
which  further  economies  can  be  made  in  each  institution. 

3.  Refunds  to  students  regularly  enrolled 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  it  was  his  thought  that  the  ^10.00 
Registration  Fee  was  a  part  of  the  regular  enrollment  fee,  and 
should  be  considered  as  such  if  the  student  applied  for  a  re- 
fund later  due  to  unavoidable  circumstances,  but  the  Revenue 
Department  did  not  so  consider  this  matter. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  would  try  to  adjust  this  matter  if 
any  of  the  Presidents  had  trouble  in  the  future  and  that  they 
should  get  in  touch  with  him.   He  would  take  the  matter  up 
with  the  Revenue  Department. 

4 .  New  Legislation 

Doctor  Rule  explained  to  the  members  of  the  Board  some  of  the 
Bills  that  were  up  for  passage  at  the  Special  Session  of  the 
Legislature.   He  further  stated  that  he  felt  rather  confident 
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concerning  the  special  appropriation  for  emergency  aid  to 
the  school  districts. 

5.  Regional  conferences  of  faculty  members 

Mr.  Klonower  stated  that  it  was  felt  some  of  the  valuable 
contacts  had  been  lost  since  the  annual  faculty  conference 
of  the  instructors  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  had  been 
dispensed  with  for  the  past  few  years.   Therefore  the 
suggestion  was  made  that  regional  conferences  be  held 
throughout  the  year  at  the  different  State  Teachers  Colleges. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Foster,  seconded  by  Doctor  Rowland  it 
was  voted  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  authorized 
to  proceed  with  the  plan  for  regional  conferences  of  members 
of  the  instructional  staffs.

In  connection  with  the  placement  charts,  Doctor  Steele  stated 
that  if  such  figures  were  available  over  a  period  of  five  years 
or  longer  and  the  number  of  different  teachers  who  go  into  the 
different  fields  as  new  placements  together  with  combinations 
of  subjects  which  they  teach,  he  felt  that  it  would  be  very 
valuable  in  connection  with  the  teacher  preparation  program 
and  would  give  in  a  more  accurate  way  the  exact  number  of 
teachers  needed  in  the  several  fields.  He  felt  that  this 
could  be  done  by  inserting  in  the  applications  for  appropriation 
a  separate  sheet  asking  for  this  information  from  each  county 
and  district. 

Mr.  Klcnower  stated  that  this  would  be  done. 

IV.   Miscellaneous 


1 .   Credit  for  correspondence  courses 

Doctor  Riemer  stated  that  he  felt  it  was  time  we  cut  down  on 
the  amount  of  work  that  is  allowable  for  credit  through 
correspondence  courses.  He  cited  several  instances  where 
students  were  doing  correspondence  work  at  the  same  time  as  they 
were  matriculated  in  an  accredited  institution  and  thereby 
secured  extra  credits. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Crawford,  seconded  by  Doctor  Riemer  it 
was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  State  Council  of  Education  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  credit  for 
courses  completed  through  correspondence  after  September  1, 
1934  be  not  accepted  in  discharge  of  the  certification 
regulations. 

2.  Poem  by  Doctor  Hill 

Doctor  Riemer  called  attention  to  the  fine  poem  which  appeared 
in  the  November  issue  of  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal 
written  by  Doctor  Leslie  Pincknoy  Hill,   President,  Cheyney 
Training  School  for  Teachers.  He  felt  that  the  members  of 
the  Board  should  express  their  appreciation  to  Doctor  Hill 
for  the  fine  sentiment  expressed  in  this  poem.  This  was  done. 

3.  Commencement  Day  for  the  State  Teachers 
College  at  Kutztown 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  felt  the  State  Teachers  College  at 
Kutztown  should  have  their  Commencement  on  a  different  day 
than  the  other  State  Teachers  Collegesso  that  as  many  of  the 
Presidents  as  possible  might  attend.   This  represents  an 
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important  event  in  the  life  of  Lector  Rothermel  and  also 
as  far  as  the  whole  teacher  preparation  program  is 
concerned  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges.   He,  therefore, 
suggested  that  the  date  of  Coinmencement  be  Thursday, 
May  31,  1934.  Mr.  Klonower,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
was  appointed  to  represent  the  Board  and  to  assist  Doctor 
Rothermel  in  working  up  a  special  program  worthy  of  the 
event. 

4 .    Federal  Civil  'works  Administration 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  the  Fresident  of  the  United  States 
had  on  November  7,  1933  created  the  Federal  Civil  Works 
Administration  and  appointed  Mr,  Harry  L.  Hopkins,  Federal 
Civil  Works  Administrator.   The  purpose  of  this  program  is 
to  provide  regular  work  at  regular  wages  for  approximately 
four  million  unemployed  persons  able  and  Rilling  to  work. 
In  Pennsylvania,  the  operation  of  this  program  will  mean 
that  from  now  until  February  15,  1934,  approximately  three 
hundred  thousand  men  and  women  who  otherwise  would  continue 
to  be  unemployed,  will  be  given  employment. 

Doctor  Rule  further  stated  that  speed  and  cooperation  with 
local  relief  agencies,  are  the  essence  of  this  program.   The 
money  may  be  spent  on  tools  and  labor,  but  not  for  materials, 
and  is  to  include  projects  only  that  can  be  started  and 
finished  within  sixty  days.   All  projects  are  to  be  new- 
projects  and  under  \  ay  not  later  than  December  15,  1933: 

He  further  stated  that  a  mimeographed  statement  ^ould  be  sent 
out  from  his  office  giving  in  more  detail  the  purpose,  set-up, 
types  of  projects,  operation  of  jobs,  allocation  of  funds, 
hours  of  labor,  wage  rates,  et  cetera. 

The  Board  adjourned  at  3:30  o'clock  to  reconvene  at  a  later 
date .

You  have  asked  us  to  advise  you  as  to  your  duties, under  the  following 
circumstances: 

The  rules  prescribed  by  the  authorities  of  the  various-  State  teachers 
colleges  require  that  all  fees  due  from  students,  except  enrollment  and  service 
fees,  must  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance*   Enrollment  and  service  fees  must  be 
paid  on  the  date  of  registration.   A  number  of  students  in  the  teachers  colleges 
have  been  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  their  funds,  or  the  funds  of  their 
parents,  are  tied  up  in  banks  which  are  operating  on  a  restricted  basis. 

In  those  cases  you  have  endeavored  to  have  the  pupils  obtain  responsible 
guarantors  for  the  payment  of  fees,  and  where  that  was  impossible,  you  have 
instructed  your  agents  to  obtain  from  the  students  or  their  parents,  assign- 
ments of  the  deposits  in  the  restricted  banks. 

Your  inquiry  is  whether,  in  cases  where  such  guarantees  or  assignments 
have  been  obtained,  it  is  a  violation  of  the  law  to  permit  the  accounts  to 
run  on  unpaid  until  such  time  as  the  funds  on  deposit  in  the  banks  may  become 
available.   And  finally  you  ask  whether,  if  this  practice  is  not  proper,  you 
should  "refuse  the  privilege  to  these  students  to  continue  their  school  work". 

Sections  2008  and  2009  of  the  School  Code  (the  latter  having  been  last 
amended  by  the  Act  of  June-  1,  1933,  No.  238),  direct  that  the  boards  of  trustees 
of  the  several  State  teachers  colleges,  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  shall  prescribe  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  students. 

Section  206  of  the  Fiscal  Code  of  April  9,  1929,  P.  L.  543,  makes  it  the 
duty  of  your  department,  among,  other  things,  "To  collect  all  amounts,  payable 
by  or  for  pupils,  for  instruction  and  maintenance  in  State-owned  educational 
institutions,  including  State  normal  schools  and  State  teachers'  colleges". 
Section  210  of  the  Fiscal  Code,  as  last  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  1,  1931, 
P.  L.  318,  provides  for  the  appointment  of  agents  of  your  department  at  the 
various  institutions. 

(over) 


In  our  opinion  you  may  exercise  a  reasonable  discretion  under  these 
circumstances.   If  you  are  satisfied  that  the  security  offered  by  a  student, 
either  in  the  form  of  surety  or  an  assignment  of  a  restricted  bank  account, 
is  ample  to  assure  payment  of  the  amounts  that  will  become  due  the  Common- 
wealth, you  would  be  justified  in  accepting  such  security  in  lieu  of 
immediate  cash  payment.  However,  we  believe  that  the  •situation  eould  be 
simplified  for  the  future  if  the  rules  of  the  teachers  colleges  which  now 
govern  payment  of  fees  were  amended  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the 
time  for  payment  in  meritorious  cases  and  under  reasonable  restrictions. 
Authority  to  grant  such  extensions  could  be  vested  in  an  officer  of  the 
institution,  or  the  trustees  themselves  could  act  if  they  chose  to  do  so. 

In  any  case,  however,  we  do  not  consider  it  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  your  department  to  refuse  any  student  admission  to  a  college  or  to  classe 
therein.   That  is  a  matter  for  control  by  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the 
various  colleges.

a.  Additional  preparation  required  for  a 
transfer  from  the  secondary  to  the 
elementary  curriculum 
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The  State  Council  of  Education  had  authorized  that  a 
questionnaire  be  sent  to  school  officials  concerning 
the  additional  preparation  required  for  a  transfer  from 
the  secondary  to  the  elementary  curriculum.   The  summary 
of  the  replies  indicates  that  79.7$  of  those  persons 
replying  v/ere  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  and  19.5$ 
were  opposed  to  the  recommendation. 

Doctor  Rule  asked  that  the  objections  be  analyzed  in  more 
detail  and  that  some  cross  section  of  the  content  of  the 
thirty  semester  hours  of  additional  preparation  required 
be  secured. 

Doctor  Rule  further  suggested  that  the  Curri  cular  Revision 
Committee  cooperate  with  the  Teacher  Division  in  having 
this  report  prepared  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Presidents. 

b.  Revision  of  curriculums 

Doctor  Eisenberg,  Chairman  of  the  Curricular  Revision 
Committee,  reported  for  the  committee. 

"At  the  suggestion  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  a  meeting  of  the  Curricular 
Revision  Committee  was  held  Thursday,  March  22, 
1934  with  Mr.  Klonower  and  Mr.  Bristow.   The 
question  considered  was  the  re-evaluation  of 
the  courses  offered  in  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges. 

All  were  agreed  that  the  faculty  group  conferences 
for  which  provision  was  made  last  fall  should  consider 
the  integration  of  the  elementary  courses  in  the 
public  schools  and  the  courses  offered  in  the 
Teachers  Colleges: 

1.  Elementary  Science 

2.  Hand-craft 

Mr.  Bristow  is  to  suggest  a  possible  integration 
of  a  number  of  miscellaneous  subjects  as  Mental 
Hygiene,  The  Atypical  Child,  Parent  Education. 
This  will  be  for  future  study. 

All  were  agreed  that  the  secondary  curriculum 
should  not  be  considered  until  the  results  of 
the  study  of  the  committee  of  the  State  Council 
of  Education  on  the  five-year  education  require- 
ment for  secondary  teachers  is  available." 
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On  motion  of  Doctor  Eisenberg,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it  was 
voted  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee. 

2 .  R e po r t  of  committee  on  "Entrance  Examination  Tests  " 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  committee,  stated  that  he  would 
report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  the  type  of  examinations 
to  be  given  to  entering  students  for  September  1934. 

Doctor  Haas,  reporting  for  the  Calendar  Committee,  stated  that 
they  had  agreed  upon  Friday,  July  13,  1934  as  the  day  upon  which 
the  examinations  were  to  be  held  for  entering  students  in 
September. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Eisenberg  it  was 
voted  to  set  aside  the  date  of  Friday,  July  13,  1934  to  administer 
the  "entrance  examination  tests." 

3.  Report  of  Fee  Committee 

a.   Interpretation  of  repayments 

Doctor  Straughn,  Chairman  of  the  Fee  Committee,  reported  for  the 
committee . 

"The  regulations  for  repayments  are  stated  as  follows: 

D.   REPAYMENTS 

I.  Repayment  will  not  be  made: 

1.  To  students  who  are  temporarily  suspended,  indefinitely 
syspended,  dismissed,  or  who  voluntarily  withdraw?  from 
College. 

2.  For  any  part  of  the  advance  registration  deposit  for 
any  cause  whatsoever  except  where  students  give 
notice  of  Intention  to  withdraw  at  least  three  weeks 
before  the  college  opens  or  when  the  student  is 
rejected  by  the  College. 

II.   A  repayment  will  be  made  for  personal  illness,  the  same 

being  certified  to  by  an  attending  physician,  or  for  such 
other  reasons  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  amount  of  the  housing  and  contingent  fees  paid  by 
the  student  for  the  part  of  the  semester  which  the  student 
does  not  spend  in  college. 

III.   The  advance  registration  deposit  will  be  returned  to 

students  provided  they  notify  the  college  not  less  than 
three  weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  semester  or  term  of 
their  intention  not  to  attend,  or  provided  the  student  is 
rejected  by  the  college. 
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It  seems  desirable  for  an  interpretation  of  these 
regulations  to  be  made  in  certain  unusual  cases  which  have 
arisen.  The  Committee  therefore  offers  the  following  inter- 
pretation: 

Part  I  -  paragraph  2  -  relates  to  students  who  make 
a  deposit  for  the  purpose  of  registration  in  order  that  such 
students  may  be  properly  provided  for  and  assigned,  up  to  three 
weeks  before  the  opening  of  college.   Should  a  student  notify 
the  college  that  he  will  not  be  able  to  enter  within  a  period 
prior  to  the  last  three  weeks,  the  college  must  return  the  $10 
deposit. 

Now  Part  II  becomes  involved  as  soon  as  the  probationary 
enrollment  period,  namely,  up  to  the  last  three  weeks  is  over.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  three  weeks  so  designated,  immediately  prior  to 
the  opening  of  college,  any  $10  deposit  which  the  student  has  made 
for  the  purpose  of  registration,  goes  into  the  State  Treasury  and 
there  is  recorded  in  the  Revenue  Office  a  credit  as  $10  payment  on 
the  Contingent  Fee.  At  this  instant  therefore  it  is  a  Contingent 
Fee,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  a  student  actually  enters  college. 
If  he  does  enter  his  credit  is  a  Contingent  Fee  credit,  but  if  he 
does  not  enter,  this  $10  so  deposited  is  still  a  Contingent  Fee 
and  under  the  regulation  of  Part  II,  if  the  student  has  not  entered 
at  all,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  desires  to  regard  his  reason  for 
not  entering  as  a  very  unusual  and  imperative  one,  this  <*j>10 
Contingent  Fee  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  repayment 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Straughn,  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster  it  was  voted 
to  accept  the  interpretation  as  placed  before  the  Board  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  committee  and  refer  the  statement  relative  to  repay- 
ments to  the  State  Superintendent  for  such  action  as  he  may  want  to 
take  concerning  the  matter. 

4.   Report  of  committee  on  "Administration  of  the 
Summer  Schools" 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reported  for  the  committee. 

"The  committee  recommends  that  for  the  summer 
session  of  1934  the  Emergency  Salary  Quali- 
fication Schedule  in  force  during  1933-34  be 
operative. 

Provided,  that  where  necessary  reductions 
below  this  emergency  schedule  may  be  made 
with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction." 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Straughn  it  was 
voted  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  on  "Administration 
of  the  Summer  Schools." 
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5.  Regional  conferences  of  faculty  members 

Mr.  Klonower  stated  that  in  connection  with  a  resolution  passed 
at  the  November  1933  meeting  of  the  Board,  he  had  been  in  com- 
munication with  several  of  the  Presidents  and  those  with  whom 
he  had  corresponded,  were  willing  to  house  certain  of  the  groups 
for  these  regional  conferences.  The  first  of  a  series  of  these 
meetings  was  planned  for  April.  Plans  for  other  meetings  will 
follow. 

6 .  Report  of  committee  re:  State  Teachers  College, 
Kutztown  -  Retirement  of  Doctor  Rothermel 

Mr.  Klonower  reported  that  he  had  had  a  conference  Monday, 
March  19,  1934  concerning  a  tentative  program  in  connection 
with  the  retirement  of  Doctor  Rothermel  from  State  service. 
It  was  agreed  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  and  Doctor 
Rule  to  tentatively  set  Friday,  May  18,  1934  at  10:30  A.  M. 
as  the  day  on  which  this  program  should  be  held.   It  was  also 
suggested  that  the  student  body,  Trustees,  Presidents  of  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges,  and  certain  other  friends  of  the 
institution  be  invited.

Doctor  Rule  read  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  which  was  held  in 
Harrisburg  a  short  time  ago.  A  copy  of  the  report  of  this  meet- 
ing follows  page  858,  as  Exhibit  "A". 

Doctor  Armstrong  stated  tha  t  he  was  opposed  to  this  whole  pro- 
cedure and  that  he  felt  a  grave  mistake  had  been  made  in  holding 
this  joint  meeting. 

Doctor  Foster  stated  that  he  did  not  think  the  committee  conceded 
anything  and  that  they  had  made  much  progress  in  the  committee 
meetings. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Foster,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it  was  voted 
to  accept  the  report  as  submitted. 

Doctor  Armstrong  desired  to  be  recorded  as  voting  "no"  and  requested 
permission  to  insert  his  objections  which  are  as  follows: 
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"I  am  opposed  to  taking  action  on  this  report  for  the 
reason  that  it  "ill  be  interpreted  in  the  future  that, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  of  Presidents  of  Teachers 
Colleges,  the  so-called  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  have  a 
legal  rizht  as  organizations  actually  to  control  or 
help  to  control  the  policy  of  this  Commonwealth  in  regard 
to  the  training  of  teachers  for  its  public  schools;  that 
is,  in  other  words,  private  interests  controlling  public 
affairs. 

These  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  are  private  schools,  in  fact 
church  schools,  and  have  no  authority  under  our  Consti- 
tution or  any  of  our  laws  to  dictate  the  policy  of  teacher 
preparation  for  teachers  for  our  free  public  schools.  The 
representatives  of  these  colleges  from  the  beginning  have 
favored  private  or  church  schools  as  against  free  public 
schools.   They  were  against  free  schools  in  1834,  against 
the  establishing  of  State  universities,  favored  the  main- 
taining of  the  private  academy  rather  than  establishing 
the  free  public  high  school,  and  now  they  favor  the  train- 
ing of  public  school  teachers  in  privately  controlled 
colleges  rather  than  in  publicly  owned  and  publicly  con- 
trolled colleges.   They  were  wrong  on  the  questions  of  free 
schools,  State  universities,  free  public  high  schools  and 
they  are  wrong  now  in  advocating  that  public  school 
teachers  shall  be  trained  in  private  or  church  schools. 
Eventually  all  of  the  teachers  for  our  public  schools  will 
be  trained  in  publicly  owned  or  controlled  institutions 
and  in  my  judgment  this  Board  makes  a  mistake  in  permitting 
the  adherents  of  the  many  little  church  colleges  of  the 
state  to  think  that  they  have  any  legal  status  in  the  matter 
of  the  control  of  teacher  training  for  public  school  teachers 
They  have  tried  to  'climb  over  the  fence'  into  this  field  of 
teacher  training  and  sooner  or  later  will  be  compelled  as 
private  schools  to  retire  from  it. 

Our  joint  committee  should  never  have  been  appointed.   It 
was  a  mistake,  the  premise  is  false,  and  all  these  reports 
are  therefore  wrong  and  I  am  opposed  to  the  whole  procedure. 
We  might  just  as  well  meet  the  issue  squarely;  the  issue  is 
whether  the  State  will  train  its  public  school  teachers  or 
whether  private  schools  shall  train  them." 


III.   New  Business 


1.   Contracts  for  teachers  for  the  next  year 
Doctor  Haas  asked  on  what  basis  the  contracts  for  the  instructors 
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in  the  Teachers  Colleges  should  be  considered.  Are  they  employed 
on  the  same  basis  as  teachers  in  the  public  schools  on  the 
assumption  that  the  Teachers  Colleges  are  a  part  of  the  public 
school  system  of  Pennsylvania? 

Doctor  Cameron  stated  he  felt  it  would  be  unfortunate  if  the 
members  of  the  instructional  staffs  get  the  impression  that  they 
can  be  dismissed  at  any  time.   It  would  be  bad  for  the  instructors, 
bad  for  the  colleges,  and  everyone  concerned.  No  person  can  do 
good  work  when  they  are  in  constant  fear  of  being  dismissed  or 
losing  their  economic  independence. 

Doctor  Haas  asked  -whether  the  President  should  issue  the  duplicate 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  and  tell  the  teachers  they  are  employed 
for  another  year? 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  felt  we  should  go  right  along  as  we 
have  in  the  past  and  continue  to  use  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement. 


2.  The  status  of  contracts  for  service  as  applied 
to  members  of  the  faculty  of  a  State  Teachers 
Colleges 

This  item  was  discussed  under  Item  I,  New  Business. 

The  Board  recessed  at  12:45  P.  M.  to  reconvene  at  2:00  P.M. 

3.  Budgets 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  at  the  present  time  several  of  the 
institutions  are  running  deficits  for  the  present  fiscal  year. 
He  advised  the  Presidents  that  any  deficit  for  the  present  year 
must  come  out  of  the  budget  for  the  next  year.   In  other  words, 
the  budgets  must  balance  for  the  biennium. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  in  making  allocations  last  year  he  followed 
the  suggestions  of  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  plan  seemed  to  work 
out  very  satisfactorily.  He  further  stated  that  he  would  like  to 
follow  this  same  plan  this  year,  that  is,  have  the  Committee  of  the 
Board  work  out  the  plan  of  procedure  with  Mr.  Crosley  and  suggest 
the  allocations.  The  Committee  of  the  Board  is  as  follows:  Doctor 
Foster,  Chairman,  Doctor  Rowland,  Doctor  Steele  and  Doctor  Haas. 

Doctor  Rule  further  stated  that  this  plan  of  procedure  could  be 
worked  out  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Board  meeting  and  submitted 
to  him  and  then  entered  as  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting. 
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"REPORT  OF  MEETING  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  BOAR  J  OF  PRESIDE:irS 


I.   A  meeting  of  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Presidents 
appointed  by  Doctor  Rule  was  held  in  Mr.  Crosley's  office 
March  26,  1934.  Present  at  the  meeting  -were:   Messrs.  Steele, 
Rowland,  Haas,  Crosley,  Klonower,  and  Foster,  Chairman. 

II.   The  meeting  was  called  at  Doctor  Rule's  request  to  make  sug- 
gestions to  him  relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  balance  of 
the  appropriation  for  State  Teachers  Colleges  for  the  biennium 
1933-35.   Of  this  appropriation  there  remains  $'1,500,000  avail- 
able for  the  year  beginning  June  1,  1934  and  ending  May  31,  1935. 

III.   The  Committee  reviewed  the  plan  of  distribution  developed  and 

used  for  the  first  time  during  the  year  1933-34.   This  plan  was 
based  upon  suggestions  developed  by  the  Budget  Committee  and 
briefly  consists  of: 

1.  An  allowance  for  bar-i  c  overhead 

2.  A  basic  distribution  secured  by  multiplying 
the  enrollment  (estimated  for  October  1933) 
by  a  per  capita  amount.   ($100  for  the 
current  year) 

3.  A  Department  reserve  fund 

4.  A  Department  equalization  fund 

IV.   The  Committee  believes  that  the  following  general  policies  form 

a  reasonable  background  against  which  the  State  allocations  should 
be  made: 

A.  The  State  Teachers  Colleges  are  part  of  the  system  of 
institutions  which  are  part  of  the  public  school  system 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

3.   During  the  current  biennium  it  is  the  intent  of  the 

Legislature  that  all  of  these  institutions  be  maintained. 

C.  Therefore,  the  State  appropriation  primarily  should  be 
used  to  equalize  the  opportunities  among  the  various 
institutions  so  that  a  student  receives  approximately 
the  same  services  regardless  of  the  institution  attended. 

D.  That  the  State  as  a  part  of  its  public  school  program  has 
a  responsibility  to: 

(a)  prepare  teachers  for  entrance  into  the 
teaching  profession,  and 

(b)  advance  the  preparation  of  teachers 
already  in  service. 

Therefore  the  State  is  justified  in  contributing  to  the  pro- 
fessional education  of  those  attending  summer  session  and  of 
those  teachers  in  service  attending  during  the  regular  sessions, 
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V.   The  following  specific  suggestions  are  made  relative  to  the 
distribution  of  the  $1,500,000  available  for  the  second  yt>ar 
(June  1,  1934  to  May  31,  1935)  of  the  biennium: 

A.  A  basic  overhead  similar  to  that  allotted 
during  the  current  year  be  distributed  in 

the  amount  of $  523,000.00 

B.  A  basic  per  capita  distribution  to  be 
made;  for  this  purpose  the  total  enroll- 
ment of  Class  I  students  as  of  October  15, 
1933  numbering  8,181  be  used  and  a  per 
capita  amount  of  $105  instead  of  $100  be  used. 

This  will  take  a  total  of 859,005.00 

C.  That  a  Department  reserve  fund  be  set 
aside  to  be  used  for  emergencies  and 
for  the  removal  of  any  demonstrated 
inequities  in  distribution,  the  thought 
being  that  this  sum  should  not,  except 
in  extreme  emergencies,  be  used  until 
after  February  15,  1935  enrollments  are 
completed.  This  reserve  fund  to  be  in  ■ 

the  amount  of 100,000.00 

D.  That  an  equalization  fund  be  distributed 
by  the  Department,  this  fund  to  be 
distributed  at  the  same  time  that  the 
per  capita  distribution  '(see  3  above) 

is  made.   In  distributing  this  equaliza- 
tion fund  the  Department  to  take  due 
consideration  of  the  actual  experiences 
of  the  current  year  under  the  present 
plan  and  such  modifying  factors  as  location, 
enrollment,  unavoidable  deficiencies,  local 
income,  et  cetera.   This  fund  to  be  in  the 
amount  of  218,995.00 

$1,500,000.00 

VI.   In  the  actual  administration  of  the  biennial  allocation,  the 
following  general  policies  are  suggested  as  reasonable: 

A.  That  an  attempt  be  made  to  make  the  summer  sessions 
self-supporting. 

B.  That  the  administration  of  the  budget  be  considered 
from  the  point  of  view  of  a  two-year  project,  the 
experience  of  the  first  year  being  used  so  that  the 
budget  of  the  second  year  .will  be  used  to  balance 
the  two-year  period. 
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C.   In  cases  where  local  factors  made  impossible  for  the 
first  year  the  avoidance  of  the  need  for  additional 
money,  the  amount  needed  is  to  be  taken  from  the 
second  year  allocation  and  plans  made  now  to  cover 
this  item  in  the  budget  for  the  second  year. 

VII.    In  view  of  the  fact  that  budgets  must  be  made  in  a  few  weeks 
for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  June  1,  1934  and  ending  May  31, 
1935,  the  Committee  believes  it  advisable  that  immediate 
action  be  taken  on  the  suggestions  herewith  presented  and 
that  allocations  for  the  second  year  be  made.   It  is  believed 
that  the  Department  reserve  fund  and  the  Department  equaliza- 
tion fund  will  provide  reasonable  opportunity  to  use  the 
experience  of  the  current  j^sar  with  the  present  plan  and  to 
"iron  out"  any  inequities  which  may  be  clearly  demonstrated 
by  individual  institutions,.

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4.  Rules  and  regulations  governing  athletic 
competitions 

Mr.  Allen  stated  that  several  questions  had  come  up  with 
respect  to  the  interpretation  of  certain  sections  of  the 
"Rules  and  regulations  governing  athletic  competitions  in 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges." 

On  motion  tf   Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster  it  was 
voted  to  refer  these  questions  of  eligibility  and  interpretations 
to  the  Committee  on  athletic  rules  and  regulations  and  have  a 
report  submitted  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

5.  The  status  of  projection  licenses  as  regards 
use  for  educational  purposes 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  the  Presidents  of  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges  were  to  receive  a  ruling  on  the  subject  of  projection 
licenses  for  educational  purposes,  but  up  to  the  present  time 
they  had  not  heard  from  the  Department. 

Doctor  Rule  asked  Mr.  Elonower  to  see  Doctor  Hoban  and  act  as 
a  committee  for  the  Board  to  look  into  the  situation  and 
definitely  advise  the  Presidents  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

6.  The  status  of  C.W.A.  Projects  in  State  Teachers 
Colleges  in  relation  to  the  circular  letter  of 
March  14,  1934,  from  the  C.W.A.  for  Pennsylvania 

Mr.  Crosley  stated  that  he  would  look  into  this  situation  and 
try  to  get  some  definite  word  before  the  close  of  the  Board 
meeting.  He  expected  to  have  some  word  from  the  C.W.A.  head- 
quarters in  a  very  short  time. 

7.  Statistical  Charts 

a.  Summary  of  enrollments  as  of  February  15,  1934

It  is  understood  that  the  same  principle  with  reference  to  the

8.   High  school  graduates  and  the  present  economic 
situation 


Mr.  Klonower  explained  that  this  -/as  a  carry-over  from  one  year 
ago.  He  suggested  that  it  might  be  possible  to  use  the  facilities 
of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  to  house  those  persons  who  were  not 
able  to  go  to  college  or  find  positions  after  graduating  from  high 
schools.   It  was  further  suggested  that  some  provision  be  made  in 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges  to  do  other  than  teacher  preparation 
work  in  the  way  of  providing  terminal  courses  or  orientation  courses 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  was  very  sympathetic  toward  this  whole 
movement,  but  he  did  not  see  how  it  could  be  worked  out  practically, 
because  the  field  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  is  teacher  prepa- 
ration, and  secondly,  he  did  not  see  from  where  the  money  is  to 
come  since  the  institutions  were  already  working  on  greatly  pared 
budgets.   He  suggested  that  this  might  become  another  phase  of  the 
Adult  Education  Program  and  that  there  misht  be  developed  a  well 
defined  program  of  adult  education  that  definitely  provides  for  the 
high  school  person  who  cannot  go   to  college  and  who  cannot  secure 
a  position  and  yet  is  willing  to  continue  his  or  her  education. 

Doctor  Rule  further  suggested  that  a  small  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Presidents  be  appointed  to  consider  its  possibilities. 

He  asked  Doctor  Steele,  Doctor  Cameron  and  Mr.  Klonower  to  see 
Mr.  Bristow  at  an  early  date  and  discuss  the  possibilities  of  the 
subject  and  submit  a  report  later. 

The  Board  adjourned  at  3:45  o'clock  to  reconvene  at  1:00  P.  M. 
on  Thursday,  May  17,  1934.  ,

The  first  item  of  business  was  a  review  of  the  resolutions  adopted  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Commission  held  Monday,  March  20,  1933.   These 
resolutions  were  as  follows: 

I.   That  the  Teachers  Colleges  shall  concentrate  their  work 
on  the  elementary  field  and  shall  engage  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  secondary  teachers  (except  in  special  fields) 
only  to  the  extent  and  undej*  the  conditions  prescribed 
by  the  State  Council  of  Education  for  experimental  work. 
(One  member  dissenting) 

II.  That  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  shall  concentrate  their 
work  on  the  aoademic  preparation  for  senior  high  school 
teachers  and  shall  engage  in  the  training  of  elementary 
teachers  only  to  the  extent  and  under  the  conditions 
that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  State  Council  of  Education 
for  experimental  work.   (One  member  dissenting) 

III,  That  the  junior  high  schools  and  the  special  fields  of 
the  senior  high  schools  shall  be  a  zone  of  cooperation 
within  which  both  the  Teachers  Colleges  and  the  Liberal 
Arts  Colleges  shall  serve.   Since  careful  study  is  needed 
before  a  division  of  labor  in  these  fields  can  be  proposed, 
the  Joint  Committee  recommends  that  this  question  be 
referred  to  the  commission  hereinafter  provided.  (Unanimous) 


IV.  That  there  be  an  equal  minimum  salary  schedule  for 

elementary  and  secondary  teachers;  equal  qualifications 
entitling  to  the  same  salary  level.   The  elementary 
teachers  are  not  to  be  discriminated  against  because  of 
subject  matter  taught  or  grade  occupied.   (Unanimous) 

V.   That  standard  training  shall  be  four  years  for  elementary 
teachers,  and  five  years  for  senior  high  school  teachers. 
The  questions  raised  by  this  recommendation  are  referred 
to  the  commission  hereinafter  provided.   (Unanimous) 

VI.   That  eighteen  hours  of  education  be  retained  as  the 

required  amount  until  the  fifth  year  can  be  put  in  opera- 
tion.  It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  that  both 
the  four  year  and  the  five  year  levels  be  adopted  at  the 
earliest  possible  date.   (Two  members  dissenting) 

VII.  That  the  question  of  extending  certification  from  one 
field  to  another  be  referred  for  further  study  to  the 
commission  hereinafter  provided.   (Unanimous) 

VIII.   That  a  continuing  commission  be  established  consisting  of 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Teacher  Training  Institutions  of  the 
Commonwealth.   (Unanimous) 

IX.   That  a  sub-committee  consisting  of  President  Hanson  and 

President  Eisenberg  be  appointed  to  carry  these  recommen- 
dations to  Doctor  Rule.   (Unanimous) 


It  was  brought  out  in  the  discussion  that  the  College  Presidents  Association 
had  approved  these  resolutions  but  that  the  Board  of  Teachers  College 
Presidents  7/hile  agreeing  in  general  to  resolutions  4  to  9  did  not  assent  to 
items  1,  2  and  3. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Doctor  Rule  that  the  adoption  of  these  three  items 
(1,  2  and  3) ,  drawing  a  sharp  line  of  demarcation  in  the  field  of  teacher 
preparation  between  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  and  the  State  Teachers  Colleges, 
seemed  to  be  administratively  quite  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  carry 
out.   Several  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  have  been  approved  for  the 
preparation  of  teachers  in  special  fields,  as  well  as  the  elementary  field, 
and  have  developed  their  staff  and  equipment  accordingly.   To  eliminate 
these  institutions  now  from  these  fields  of  teacher  preparation  would  be 
difficult  to  justify.   Likewise,  to  eliminate  State  Teachers  Colleges  from 
the  field  of  preparation  of  academic  teachers  for  secondary  schools  would 
wcrk  a  serious  hardship  upon  not  only  the  organization  of  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges,  but  upon  their  established  clientele. 


As  a  result  of  the  discussion  on  resolutions  1,  2  and  3,  the  Joint 
Commission  as  a  whole  agreed  upon  the  following  series  of  statements 
to  be  presented  to  their  respective  groups: 

1.  The  representatives  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  will 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Presidents  of  State  Teachers 
Colleges: 

a.  The  acceptance  of  resolutions  of  March  20,  1933  with 
the  exception  of  numbers  1,  2  and  3. 

b.  Recognition  of  the  preparation  of  elementary  and 
special  teachers  as  the  major  field  of  opportunity 
of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges. 

2.  The  representatives  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  will  recommend 
to  their  group  recognition  of  the  preparation  of  academic  and 
secondary  school  teachers  as  their  major  field  of  opportunity. 

3.  The  Joint  Commission  recognizes  the  practical  impossibility 
of  carrying  out  resolutions  1,  2  and  3,  in  their  application 
either  to  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  or  State  Teachers  Colleges. 

4.  The  Joint  Commission  recommends  that  the  State  Council  of 
Education  appoint  at  once  a  committee  to  consider  the 
development  and  adoption  of  a  five-year  post  high  school 
program  for  the  preparation  of  secondary  school  teachers. 

5.  The  Joint  Commission  recommends  a  "speeding  up"  of  the  program 
to  place  the  preparation  of  elementary  school  teachers  upon  a 
four-year  post  high  school  level  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible, 
consistent  with  the  General,  economic  and  legislative  situation 

6.  The  Commission  recommends  the  restriction  of  the  extension  of 
secondary  school  certificates  to  include  the  elementary  field 
to  those  cases  only  in  which  the  applicant  has  completed 
approximately  thirty  semester  hours  of  specific  preparation  in 
the  elementary  field. 

Doctor  Rule  reported  that  the  State  Council  of  Education  would  hold  its 
regular  March  meeting  the  day  following,  and  that  he  would  report  to  the 
State  Council  the  statement  reported  immediately  above. 


NOTE:   The  State  Council  of  Education  at  its  meeting  on  March  2,  1934, 
approved  the  above  statement  and  authorized  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  to  appoint  a  committee  of  representatives  of  school  officials 
and  teachers,  and  of  the  Arts  and  Teachers  Colleges  to  carry  out  the 
recommendation  made  in  item  4  above.   Doctor  Dickey  was  appointed  to 
make  a  study  relative  to  fixincr  a  limit  of  time  within  which  elementary 
teachers  will  be  allowed  to  complete  the  requirements  of  four  years  of 
post-high  school  preparation  (Item  5).

On  motion  of  Doctor  Cameron,  seconded  by  Doctor  Straughn  it 
was  voted  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Presidents  held  March  23,  1934  be  approved  as  submitted.

Doctor  Eisenberg,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reported  progress. 

2.  Regional  conferences  of  faculty  members 

a.  Report  of  the  Meeting  of  Science  Teachers 
held  at  Shippensburg,  April  25-26,  1934 

Doctor  Rowland  reported  concerning  the  Meeting  of  Science  Teachers 
held  at  Shippensburg,  April  25-36,  1934.  He  stated: 

"Approximately  forty-five  representatives  of 
the  Colleges  were  present,  every  State  Teachers 
College  was  represented.  The  discussions  -'ore 
stimulating.  The  question  of  the  amount  of 
time  given  to  the  instruction  of  science  was 
considered  by  the  group  and  they  felt  that  there 
should  be  more  time  available  and  more  time 
devoted  to  the  instruction  of  science. 

Mr.  ".'.  H.  Bristow  and  Miss  Helen  Purcell  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  '.vere  present. 
They  presented  the  new  course  of  study  in  science 
for  the  first  six  grades.  This  represented  the 
discussion  for  the  first  day.   The  discussion  on 
the  second  day  was  devoted  to  the  subject  of 
science  in  the  secondary  field  and  the  associate 
subjects  in  the  science  curriculum.  A  panel 
discussion  followed  the  morning  session.  A  brief 
reception  was  held  on  the  evening  of  the  first 
day.  There  was  ample  opportunity  for  fellowship, 
exchange  of  experiences  and  opinions.   Everyone 
expressed  himself  as  delighted  with  the  meeting 
and  convinced  of  its  value." 

Mr.  Klonower  suggested  that  if  the  members  of  the  Board  were 
satisfied  with  the  results  of  the  first  conference  the  Teacher 
Division  would  go  ahead  and  work  out  the  plans  for  the  meetings 
of  the  other  groups. 
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He  further  stated  that  the  group  of  Science  Teachers  had 
appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  detailed  report  of  the 
meeting  together  with  recommendations  and  resolutions  that 
srrew  out  of  the  meeting.  These  resolutions  are  to  be 
presented  to  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee  for  considera- 
tion. 

3.  Report  of  committee  on  "Entrance 
Examination  Tests" 

Doctor  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reported  for  the 
committee. 

He  stated: 

'•The  committee  recommends  for  the  entering  class  of 
1934  the  use  of  the  following  tests: 

1.  Teachers  College  Personnel  Association  English 

Test  Form  C.  8  cents  per  copy 

2.  Teachers  College  Personnel  Association  Elementary 

Test  Form  C.  8  cents  per  copy 

3.  American  Council  Psychological  Examination  1934 

7  cents  per  copy 

Price  set  of  three  tests   20  cents  per  set 

These  tests  may  be  secured  through  the  Colorado  State 
Teachers  Qollege,  Greeley,  Colorado. 

Each  Teachers  College  will  order  through  the  Colorado 
State  Teachers  College  the  number  of  tests  needed.   Tests  will  not 
be  ordered  cooperatively  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.

On  motion  of  Doctor  Allen,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it  was  voted 
to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  on  "Entrance  Examination  Tests" 
as  submitted.

Discussion  postponed. 
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5 .  Report  of  committee  on  "Athletic  Rules 
and  Regulations" 

Doctor  Allen,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  "Rules  and  Regulations 
for  Athletics  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges",  reported  for  the 
committee. 

The  committee  recommends: 

"That  Section  II  of  the  regulations  be  changed  by- 
reducing  the  number  of  semester  hours  of  work  from 
13  to  12.   Section  II  then  would  read:  'No  student 
who  has  completed  the  number  of  credits  required 
for  graduation  in  his  curriculum,  or  who  has  been  in 
attendance  more  than  there  are  years  in  his  curricu- 
lum, or  who  is  not  maintaining  a  passing  grade  in  at 
least  twelve  (IS)  semester  hours  of  work  shall  be 
eligible  to  compete  in  any  contest.' 

That  Section  III  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be 
changed  by  reducing  the  number  of  semester  hours 
from  13  to  12.  Section  III  then  would  read:  'The 
student  to  be  eligible  must  have  secured  a  passing 
grade  in  at  least  twelve  (12)  semester  credit  hours 
of  ^ork  during  the  quarter  preceeding  each  respec- 
tive sport.  It  is  permissible  for  a  college  to 
have  a  system  involving  more  frequent  reports.   In 
all  cases  exclusion  from  teams  shall  be  for  a  period 
equal  to  a  period  covered  by  the  report.   Such  a 
period  to  be  not  less  than  three  weeks  in  length*." 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Cameron,  seconded  by  Doctor  Straughn  it  was 
voted  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee  as  submitted  by 
Doctor  Allen  referring  to  Sections  II  and  III. 

Doctor  Allen  further  stated  that  the  committee  had  the  following 
recommendation  to  make: 

"That  Section  VI  be  amended  to  read:  'No  member  of 
a  college  team  shall  be  permitted  to  engage  in 
athletic  activity  on  any  other  team  in  the  same 
sport  during  the  playing  season  in  which  he  is 
participating  on  a  team  representing  the  college'." 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Cameron,  seconded  by  Doctor  Straughn,  and  as 
amended  by  motion  of  Doctor  Rowland  and  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster, 
it  was  voted  that:   The  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  Section  VI 
is  not  intended  to  affect  the  eligibility  of  athletes  in  respect 
to  their  professional  or  amateur , status  as  heretofore  determined 
by  the  regulations  adopted  by  this  Board. 
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Doctor  Allen  also  stated  that  the  question  of  eligibility 
had  been  submitted  to  the  committee.  The  question  referred 
to  an  interpretation  of  the  following  regulation  found  on 
page  424  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Presidents  held  November  15,  1929: 

"RESOLVED  THAT,  effective  immediately  no 
•  student  transferring  from  an  institution 
of  collegiate  grade  to  a  State  Teachers 
College  be  permitted  to  participate  in 
any  inter-collegiate  competition  until 
after  one  year  of  residence  has  been 
completed." 

The  specific  question  referred  to  the  committee  had  to  do 
with  a  young  man  who  enrolled  in  one  of  the  State  Teachers 
Colleges  after  having  attended  Lehigh  University  during  the 
year  beginning  in  September  1932.   The  President  of  the  State 
Teachers  College  involved  claimed  that  he  did  not  transfer 
from  Lehigh  University,  because  he  entered  the  State  Teachers 
College  in  which  he  is  no^  enrolled  as  a  freshman  student 
without  credit  of  any  kind. 

Doctor  Allen  stated  that  the  question  of  eligibility  of  the 
young  man  who  had  transferred  from  Lehigh  University  had 
been  referred  to  the  committee  and  that  the  committee  was 
unanimous  in  its  opinion  that  he  was  not  eligible. 

Doctor  Allen  further  stated  that  the  committee  had  interpreted 
the  resolution  as  follows: 

t> 

'in  the  case  of  a  student  transferring 
from  one  institution  to  another,  the 
student  should  be  considered  as  a  transfer 
student  regardless  of  whether  or  not  he 
brings  credits  with  him." 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Steele,  seconded  by  Doctor  Foster,  it  was 
voted  to  adopt  the  report  as  submitted  by  Doctor  Allen  for  the 
committee. 

6.  Report  of  committee  re  high  school  graduates 

and  the  present  economic  situation

Dootor  Cameron,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  reported  progress  for 
the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Tanger,  seconded  by  Doctor  Allen  it  was 
voted  that  the  committee  be  continued  and  submit  a  further 
report   at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 
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7.  Budgets 

Mr.  Crosley  appeared  before  the  3oard  and  explained  that  the 
allocations  should  be  considered  final  and  that  each  institu- 
tion had  received  as  much  as  could  be  expected  under  the 
existing  circumstances.  He  further  stated  that  the  allocations 
were  made  as  nearly  as  possible  according  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  committee  working  on  the  budgets  for  the  Superintendent 
and  the  State  Teachers  Colleges. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  a  small  sum  had  been  held  in  reserve 
for  emergencies. 

III.   New  Business 


1.  Modification  of  law  re  teaching  requirement 
for  permanent  certification  in  Pennsylvania 

Discussion  on  this  item  was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

2 .  Special  courses  for  the_  summer  session 

Mr.  Klonow  er  stated  that  the  Curriculum  Bureau  of  the  Department 
had  just  completed  a  course  of  study  in  Science  for  the  first 
six  grades.   It  was  suggested  that  a  special  course  in  elementary 
science  be  offered  for  teachers  in  service  during  the  summer 
session. 

There  also  had  been  sent  to  each  of  the  institutions  a  copy  of 
the  course  "The  New  Deal  in  Action"  which  had  been  received  from 
the  Office  of  the  National  Recovery  Administration  in  Washington. 
It  was  suggested  that  credit  for  this  course  be  given  in  the 
social  science  field. 

Doctor  Haas  asked  whether  it  was  a  fact  that  all  courses  offered 
as  free  electives  for  the  summer  session  had  to  be  preapproved  by 
the  State  Superintendent  through  the  office  of  the  Teacher 
Division? 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  this  was  true. 

Mr.  Klonower  suggested  that  more  courses  should  be  offered  in 
the  State  Teachers  Colleges  during  the  summer  session  for  teachers 
in  service.  There  should  be  a  greater  selection  of  courses  from 
which  to  choose. 

Doctor  Rowland  stated  that  he  agreed  with  this  statement,  but 
under  the  present  regulations  of  the  course  of  study  as  now  set 
up,  he  did  not  see  how  this  could  be  done.  The  courses  of  study 
are  prescribed  with  the  exception  of  a  very  few  semester  hours 
which  may  be  made  up  of  free  electives. 
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Doctor  Haas  suggested  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Curricular 
Revision  Committee  together  with  the  Chief  of  the  Teacher 
Division  set  up  some  scheme  by  which  the  courses  of  study 
for  the  summer  session  will  be  more  elastic  than  at  present 
as  far  as  they  concern  teachers  in  service. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  s  econded  by  Doctor  Rowland  it  was 
voted  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Curricular  Revision  Committee 
in  connection  with  the  Teacher  Division  of  the  Department  work 
out  some  plan  for  the  approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  by 
which  the  courses  of  study  in  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  for 
teachers  in  service  who  return  for  additional  preparation  may 
be  made  more  elastic. 

IV.  Miscellaneous 


1.  Better  Schools  Association  of  Pennsylvania 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  he  had  information  to  the  effect  that 
this  was  an  organization  with  headquarters  in  Erie.  He  had 
received  letters  to  the  effect  that  the  instructors  in  the 
State  Teachers  Colleges  were  being  solicited  for  funds  for  this 
association  in  a  rather  vigorous  manner. 

He  asked  whether  any  of  the  Presidents  had  information  to  the 
effect  that  the  instructors  in  their  institution  had  been  asked 
for  a  fee  of  any  kind.  » 

Doctor  Allen  stated  that  he  had  been  approached  and  the  position 
he  had  taken  was  that  the  State  Teachers  College  at  East 
Stroudsburg  and  the  continuance  of  the  College  at  East  Strouds- 
burg  was  to  the  interest  of  the  citizens  of  the  community  and 
anything  the  lay  organizations  could  do  to  strengthen  the  position 
of  the  Colleges  throughout  the  state  would  be  to  the  benefit  of 
the  communities  in  which  the  Colleges  are  located. 

Doctor  Haas  stated  that  he  felt  in  Bloomsburg  the  organization 
was  operating  in  a  legitimate  manner.  They  had  interested  the 
Lions  Club,  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  similar  service  organizations 
in  the  matter  of  the  continuance  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges 
throughout  the  state. 

Doctor  Rule  stated  that  if  these  two  examples  are  typical  of 
what  the  Better  Schools  Association  is  doing,  he  felt  that  it 
was  all  right,  since  anything  that  could  be  done  in  the  way  of 
strengthening  the  position  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  before 
the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly  so  that  more  funds  could 
be  secured  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  these  institutions,  would 
be  very  helpful. 
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2 •  Tribute  to  Doctor  Rothermel 

It  was  suggested  that  all  those  going  to  Kutztown,  Friday, 
May  18,  1934  for  the  exercises  leave  about  eight  o'clock 
and  arrive  at  Kutztown  at  ten  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Haas,  seconded  by  Doctor  Tanger  it  was 
voted  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  all  those 
responsible  for  the  arrangements. 

3.  Doctor  H.  H.  Baish,  Secretary, 
School  Employes'  Retirement  Board 

Mr.  Klonower  stated  that  Doctor  Baish  is  anxious  to  meet  the 
graduating  class  each  year  before  it  leaves  the  institution 
and  present  to  them  the  facts  concerning  the  School  Employes' 
Retirement  System.  He  further  stated  that  Doctor  Baish  felt 
many  of  these  young  people  go  out  into  the  teaching  profession 
not  knowing  or  understanding  the  philosophy  of  the  retirement 
system.  He  felt  that  each  of  the  Presidents  should  invite 
Doctor  Baish  to  come  to  his  institution  and  present  this 
matter  to  the  senior  class. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Allen,  seconded  by  Doctor  Straughn,  it  was 
voted  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  send  an  invitation  to 
Doctor  Baish  to  visit  the  institutions  at  his  convenience  and 
explain  the  School  Employes'  Retirement  System. 

4 .  Doctor  G.  F.  Hoban  -  Delegate  to  Represent  the 
United  States  a_t  the  International  Congress  of 
Educational  and  Instructional  C inematography 
in  Rome,  April  19-85,  1934 

A  brief  report  on  the  International  Congress  of  Educational  and 
Instructional  Cinematography  which  he  attended  as  one  of  the 
United  States  delegates,  was  made  by  Doctor  C.  F.  Hoban,  Director 
of  the  State  Museum  and  Visual  Education. 

He  stated  that  the  Congress  was  sponsored  by  the  League  of  Nations, 
that  forty-three  countries  were  represented,  that  the  initial 
meeting  was  held  in  Italy's  capitol,  and  that  Premier  Mussolini 
delivered  the  opening  address.   In  this  address  the  dynamic  Premier 
paid  tribute  to  the  values  of  the  motion  picture,  pledged  his 
support  to  the  expansion  of  the  international  program,  assured 
greater  support  to  the  Italian  Film  Institute,  and  favored  a  wider 
use  of  films  in  elementary,  secondary,  and  technical  schools,  and 
in  colleges  and  universities. 

Doctor  Hoban  stated  that  Pennsylvania's  State  Teachers  Colleges 
were  paid  a  great  tribute  through  the  unanimous  adoption  of  a 
resolution  requiring  teacher  preparation  in  the  psychology, 
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didactics,  and  techniques  of  projectors,  still  and  motion 
pictures,  and  the  use  of  projected  pictorial  materials.  He 
stated  that  Austria,  France  and  Germany  are  already  giving 
such  courses  and  that  Italy,  Czechoslovakia,  Belgium,  Hungary, 
and  China  were  about  to  do  so.  Foreign  countries,  he  felt, 
were  making  much  wider  use  of  films  than  the  United  States. 
Italy,  for  example,  has  established  a  Film  Institute  which 
is  constantly  making  films,  both  informational  and  instruc- 
tional, that  are  distributed  not  only  to  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  and  institutions  of  higher  learning,  but 
to  the  Dopolavoro  and  such  organizations,  to  public  meetings 
of  all  types,  and  to  an  automobile  service  that  carries  them 
to  the  remotest  sections  of  the  Kingdom. 

Doctor  Hoban  described  the  Leisure  Time  Movement,  sponsored 
by  Premier  Mussolini,  stating  that  it  had  permeated  all  parts 
of  Italy.   In  it  are  workers  of  Italy,  eighteen  years  and  over. 
Daily  these  workers  are  striving  with  much  enthusiasm  to 
elevate  themselves  intellectually,  physically,  and  socially. 
He  saw  every  evidence  that  this  is  being  achieved.  He  also 
described  the  extensive  archaeological  excavations  v/hich 
Mussolini  is  sponsoring.  Through  these  excavations,  Italy's 
historic  ruins  and  a  wealth  of  valuable  relics  have  been 
uncovered  and  put  on  display  so  that  the  people  of  the  Kingdom 
and  of  the  world  might  interpret  Italy's  interesting  history. 
This  is  notably  true  of  Rome,  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii. 

Doctor  Hoban  was  enthusiastic  about  the  school  journey  pro- 
cedure as  he  saw  it  in  all  sections  of  Italy.  He  spoke  of 
groups  at  the  boyhood  home  of  Christopher  Columbus ,  at  Vesuvius, 
Pompeii,  the  home  of  Dante,  the  tombs  of  Galileo,  Michelangelo, 
and  Virgil,  in  the  art  galleries  and  in  the  museums.   In  Venice, 
he  witnessed  twenty-one  groups  on  school  excursions;  and  on 
Sunday,  April  22,  1934,  he  saw  thirty  thousand  school  children 
on  the  Imperial  Avenue,  Rome,  studying  the  Forum,  Coliseum, 
Appian  Way,  the  Temples,  ruins,  et  cetera. 

He  stated  that  museums  and  art  galleries  are  always  meccas  for 
school  groups.   It  was  his  judgment  that  Germany  led  the  world 
in  school  journey  procedure,  and  England  would  be  placed  second 
because  of  the  systematic  way  in  which  school  journey  procedure 
is  organized  and  related  to  curriculum  subjects.   He  felt  that 
Italy  would  surpass  England  because  of  the  great  enthusiasm  of 
teachers  and  children,  the  wonderful  spirit  of  Mussolini,  and 
the  cooperation  of  the  Fascisti  in  the  movement. 
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The  meeting  of   the  Board  adjourned  at  4:50  o'clock
